Any gains the Democrats may | © 


have made, however, do not ap- 
pear to be enough to alter mate- 
rially earlier estimates of political 
forecasters generally that a state 
Republican majority approaching 
40,000 may be expected in the 
election Tuesday. 

Studies of reports from all the 
congressional! districts in the state 
Jead to a conclusion that James P. 
Kem, Republican rwominee for 
United States Senator, has a de- 


cided advantage over Senator 
Frank P. Briggs, Democrat, in 
rural Missouri, and that the elec- 
tion in St. Louis will be very 
close. 


The campaign ended last night 
with indications of virtually cer- 
tain Republican victories in six 
districts, the number of Missouri 
Congressional seats now held by 
Republicans; virtually certain 
Democratic victories in three dis- 
tricts, four fewer than the pres- 
ent number of Democratic seats, 
and the outcome doubtful in four 
districts. 


Outlook in St. Louis. 


The Republicans are certain to 
carry one St. Louis district for 
Representative in Congress, the 
Twelfth, and the other two, the 
Eleventh and Thirteenth, are con- 
sidered close and doubtful, 


The city as a whole is claimed 
by managers of both parties, but 
in private discussions of the situ- 
ation none is making extravagant 
claims. The Republicans are giv- 
en a slight edge by most informed 
politicians, but none is disposed 
to estimate a Republican majority 
in the city much in excess of 


, 


Although in a heavy vote of 
339,098 for the two leading presi- 
Gential candidates, and with the 
Roosevelt magic working, Roose- 
velt carried St. Louis by 70,276 in 
1944, the Democrats lost the city 
by 6083 in 1942, an election com- 
parable to the one this year, when 
the total vote was only 187,383. 

While the vote this year is ex- 
pected to be materially larger tan 
that of 1942, it will be far below 
the 1944 figure. 


Ploeser’s Chances, 


With the hteavy Republican vote 
in St. Louis county, where the 
majority is likely to be about 
15,000, Representative Walter C. 
Ploeser in the Twelfth district is 
expected to add at least 5000 In 
that portion of the district within 
the city, giving him a plurality of 
possibly near 20,000 over his Dem- 
ocratic opponent, Henry W, Simp- 
son. 

While there is no doubt of the 
Twelfth district result, there is 
considerable doubt as to the out- 
come in the Eleventh and Thir- 
teenth districts, both which lie 
entirely within the city. The 
Eleventh went Republican in 1942 
by a bare majority of 623, but

Result of Heavy Supplies 
in Packing Plants, Con- 
sumer Pressure — Ba- 
con Scarce. 


St. Louis housewives will find 
meat prices somewhat lower to- 
morrow, dealers said yesterday. 
Predictions were for a drop of at 
least 10 per cent this week, 


This, however, would leave most 
meat prices still considerably 
above the old OPA ceilings, Prices 
in some instances have doubled 
since the removal of controls. 


The price decrease, dealers said, 
resulted from heavy supplies in 
packing plants and by pressure 
from consumers. One West End 
grocer told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that complaints of house- 
wives concerning the price of 
meat, were “overshadowed by the 
optimism of butchers” who looked 
forward to increased sales at low- 
er prices this week, 

Bacon is expected to remain 
scarce and probably will not ap- 
pear on butchers’ shelves for at 
least another week because of the 
length of time required for proc- 
essing. 

Butchers who ordered meat for 
delivery tomorrow reported that 
packers’ prices on many items 
had dropped 10 per cent and prob- 
ably would continue to fall, par- 
ticularly on the less popular cuts. 
One merchant said it was impos- 
sible to judge how low prices 
would fall; “the market is still 
unsettled.” 

Another retailer, stressing. the 
fact that he no longer pleads with 
packers’ salesmen for meat, told 
of receiving a telephone call yes- 
terday from a packing plant. The 
salesman offered a variety of 
meat. Asked about the price, the 
salesman for the packing house 
replied: “Make me an @ffer.” 
Some price cuts already were in 
force yesterday: ‘A’ meat dealer 
at Union Market reduced the 
price of round steak from 75 to 
69 cents a pound; the OPA ceil- 
ing was 57 cents. The same deal- 
er cut the price of T-bone steak 
from 85 to 8&3 cents, compared to 
the OPA price of 62 cents, and 
veal steak from 79.to 75 cents, 
compared to the OPA price of 56 
cents. 

Other dealers at the market 
said they anticipated sharp price 
cuts tomorrow and Tuesday. 
Some, however, said they would 
continue their former prices

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RUSSIAN SAYS VANDENBERG 
IS MAIN U.S. REACTIONARY 


Moscow Radio Charges Senator 
‘Uses Tongue to Conceal Thoughts,’ 
Foments New War. 


LONDON, Nov. 2 (UP)—A Mos- 
cow radio commentator tonight 
called Senator Arthur Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, tha United 
States’ foremost reactionary, The 
speaker said Vandenberg uses 
his tongue to conceal his thoughts. 
While condemning people who 
talk too much about war, Vanden- 
berg actually foments a new war 
himself by propagating .the es- 
tablishment of world domination 
by United States capitalists.” 

Noting that Vandenberg was an 
isolationist leader before the war, 
the broadcast said “this same Van- 
denberg now is a leader of ex- 
pansionists urging United Statés 
interference in all European af- 
fairs, Vandenberg is one of those 
instigators of a new war whom 
Marshal Stalin described as the 
worst threat to peace.” 

The broadcast said that the 
Senator opposed arms shipments 
to Spain in 1936, “yet sponsored 
arming China today because arms 
to Spain would have helped the 
democrats while aid to China 
helps reactionaries.” 


TELEVISION RECEIVERS GO

60,000 FILIPINOS WHO FOUGHT 
FOR U.S. LOSE CITIZENSHIP 


Enlistment in Foreign Armies 
Prohibited by Constitution 
of Philippines. 

MANILA (Sunday), Nov. 3 (AP) 
—The judge advocate general of 
the Philippine army held today 
that nearly 50,000 Filipinos who 
had enlisted as Philippine Scouts 
for the United States Army had 
lost their citizenship in the new 
republic. 

The judge advocate general, Col. 
Luis P. Torres, ruled that they 
were disqualified automatically 
under a constitutional provision 
which prohibits enlistment in any 
foreign army. Service in the

Trick Mail Boxes 
When Letter Is 


Say “Thank You’ 
Placed in Them 


Talking mail boxes startled letter- 
writers in 50 cities today. 
Usually the mail boxes that 
“talked back” wore bright, new 
coats of red, white and blue. Gen- 
erally they said: “Thank you for 
the letter. I hope it was an air 
mail letter. You know, air mail 
now is only 5 cents to any place 
where the American flag flies. 
Wings for a nickel.” 

The stunt was designed to ad- 


vertise lower rates in domestic air 
mail, which went into effect this 
week, and the reduced rates in 
international air mail, effective 
today. 

The Post Office Department ex- 
plained that loud speakers were 
hidden in the boxes and a con- 
cealed wire connected the loud 
speaker to a microphone in a 
building a block or so away. In

some cities, such as Akron, O., 
postal clerks worked in relays to 
“broadcast” from the microphone 
as letters were dropped in the 
box. 

The Post Office Department 
said the stunt was proving popu- 
lar, especially with children, who 
wanted to linger longer than the 
mothers who accompanied them. 

The department said that adults 
usually stopped, listened and then 
tried to conceal their amazement. 
The spokesman said that from 
his observations, he decided that 
Americans never want to let on 
that they are surprised. 

The talking mail boxes usually 
include in their talks such re- 
minders as, “Only three hours to 
St. Louis” (from Washington) and 
statements on the time to Euro- 
pean and Asiatic cities.

Told to Be Ready to 


Leave Homes — Two 


Rain - Swollen Creeks 
Overflow Banks. 


Police warned 84 families in 
North Brentwood to be prepared 
to evacuate their homes and ad- 
vised business establishments in 
South Brentwood to remove valu- 
able merchandise after two rain- 
swollen creeks overflowed last 
night, 

Deer Creek, a tributary of the 
River des Peres, had inundated 
Agnes and Rose avenues at their 
intersection with Frances avenue 
to a depth of two to three feet at 
10 o'clock, and police went from 
door to door in the 8600 and 8700 
blocks of Agnes and Rose to warn 
residents they would be ordered 
to evacuate if the waters rose any 
higher, 

The rain’ slackened shortly 
thereafter, and overburdened 
sewers carried most of the water 
away. But police, recalling that 
floods last August necessitated 
evacuation of a number of fami- 
lies from this section by boat, 
warned residents to be.ready to 
move out if the water rose again. 

Another tributary of the River 
des Peres had inundated the 3000 
and 3100 blocks of Brentwood 
boulevard to a depth of three 
feet, This flooded the private 
right-of-way of the Kirkwood- 
Ferguson street car line and the 
tracks of the Missouri- Pacific 
Railroad's Creve Coeur freight 
branch line. 

Two westbound Kirkwood cars 
were halted at this point, but the 
slowly receding water gave pas- 
sengers hope they would get home 
during the early morning hours. 
Anxious merchants stood by, 
ready to haul merchandise from 
their stores if a resumption of the 
heavy rains sent the creek over 
its bank again. 

Police barricaded Brentwood 
boulevard, detouring private auto- 
mobiles and letting only large 
busses attempt to negotiate the 
flooded highway. 


Rainfall totaled 2.47 inches at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field from 6:30 
a.m, to 10:45 p.m, yesterday, mak- 
ing the total precipitation since 
the rains began last Thursday 
8.07 inches. Precipitation has 
been less heavy in the downtown 
section, totaling 4.87 inches up to 
8 p.m. A downpour at 9 p.m. 
brought the city total to 5.5 inches 
or more, Meteorologist Harry F. 
Wahlgren estimated. 

Still more rain, with somewhat 
lower temperatures, was predicted 
for today. 

At St. Charles, the Missouri 
river stage was 25.4 feet yester- 
day morning, 0.4 .of a foot over 
bankfull, The Meramec river at 
Valley Park was 5.4 feet, a rise 
of 4.5 feet from the preceding day. 

At Lake Ozark, Mo., the lower 
Osage river slowed its sudden rise 
yesterday. W. S. Frame, chief 
engineer at Bagnell Dam, said no 
serious flood was expected unless 
more rain falls, “but the forecast 
isn’t very promising.” Showers 
were predicted there for today, 


The Lake of the Ozarks was 2.1 
feet over full reservoir and prac- 
tically stationary yesterday after- 
noon, At, Tuscumbia, on the Osage, 
the river stood at 30 feet, five 
above flood stage. At Jefferson 
City, where heavy intermittent 
showers fell yesterday, the Moreau 
river was four feet over the bridge 
on Route K and rising slowly.

50 per cent of the total U.N. costs 
as recommended by a committee 
on contributions, 

Reply by Lie. 

Secretary General Trygve Lie, 
replying to Gusev, declared that 
the budget estimates were the 
minimum necessa to carry out 
plans of the Assembly and other 
U.N. organizations, 

He and his siaff, he said, did 
not make the plans but were mere- 
ly the instruments arrying out 
plans approved by the member 
governments, If the budget were 
to be rec ‘sed, he/added, it would 
mean a revision’ of the functional 
plans of the U.N, as well as a re- 
duction of figures. 

(The International News Service 
seid Gusev announced opposition 
to the plan for an international 
radio station.) 

Veto Again Attacked. 

Meanwhile, in anothér commit- 
tee, Egypt and Argentina led a 
small-nations attack on the Secur- 
ity Council for rejecting the appli- 
cations of Eire, Portugal, Trans- 
Jordan, Albania and Outer Mon- 
golia for U.N. membership. 

The sharpest attack came from 
Argentine Delegate Jose Arce, who 
protested particularly against use 
of the veto on membership appli- 
cations and declared that if this 
procedure is to be followed “it is 
better if the other 46 nations sim- 
ply folded up our papers: and 
turned over to the five great pow- 
ers the solution of our problems.” 

The controversy developed at 
the opening meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly’s powerful politica! 
committee, which has before it 
such issues as the Soviet arms 
limitation proposals, demands for 
action against Franco Spain and 
the veto question. 

One of the high spots in the 
debate was a clash between Sen- 
ator Tom Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
United States representative, and 
Soviet Representative Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky over the broad princi- 
ple of the committee’s right to 
review the security council's ac- 
tions, 

Vishinsky insisted that the com- 
mittee had no “mandate” to criti- 
cize the council while Connally 
contended the committee had the 
entire report of the council before 
it and could discuss any part of 
the report dealing with the admis- 
sion of new members, 

“What good does information 
do if you can’t talk about it?” 
Connally asked, “if you have to 
whisper it and mark it top secret? 
Why should we be afraid to dis- 
cuss anything that pertains to 
peace, pass it on the street, shun 
it as though it were a leper?’

Says ‘Care, Patience and

NEW YORK, Nov. 2 (AP) — 
Ernest Bevin, British foreign sec- 
retary, arrived late today for the 
conference of foreign ministers 
opening here Monday and called 
for “care, patience and tolerance’ 
in the formulating of peace 
treaties. 

“We will see if we can work the 
treaties into permanent documents 
and end the state of war,” Bevin 
said at a new conference aboard 
the liner Aquitania, which was 
specially requisitioned to bring 
him and other diplomats to New 
York. 

“One thing is quit® clear and 
that is that everybody wants 
peace and is tired of conflict and 
turmoil,” he added. 

Asked if he felt any pessimism 
as a result of difficulties the 
foreign ministers faced in Paris, 
Bevin replied: 

“IT am never optimistic, but 
never pessimistic. To do these 
things one has to keep on an even 
keel. One cannot expect to sail 
into smooth waters in a moment. 
There is no need to be despond- 
ent, We must carefully face the 
problems and understand them.”

One Surmise Is They May 
‘Out-Baruch Baruch,’ 
Propose Inspection for 
Atom Bomb and Other 


Weapons.

NEW YORK; Nov. 2 — The 
United States and the Soviet Un- 
fon may be closer to agreement 
in the dispute on world control of 
atomic power than recent events 
and arguments indicate, if one 
surmise at headquarters of the 
American delegation to the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion materializes. 

Despite aggressive language as- 
gaulting Bernard M. Baruch’s plan 
for international atomic supervi- 
sion, the thought persists that 
Russia may advance a more com- 
prehensive and even more drastic 
scheme. By gombining proposals 
for armament reduction with plans 
to eliminate all weapons of mass 
destruction, including atomic 
arms, the Soviet may be staking 
claims to leadership in the move 
to abolish war. 

If such move is contemplated, 
it will not be displeasing to the 
leadership of the American dele- 
gation, It is Known that Baruch, 
in accepting appointment as 
United States representative on 
the U.N. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, recommended including con- 
sideration of all implements of 
war. He has made frequent ref- 
erence to ultimate abolition of 
other destructive weapons in addi- 
tion to atom bombs. His public 
service, dating from the Woodrow 
Wilson Administration when he 
stalwartly defended the League of 
Nations, has been devoted sub- 
stantially to the crusade for last- 
ing peace. 

Willing to Amend Plan, 


Throughout the arduous nego- 
tiations to devise means for limit- 
ing atomic discoveries to benefi- 
cial uses only, American delegates 
have emphasized United Stetes 
willingness to accept amendment 
or expansion of the Baruch plan. 
The sole reservation is that any 
scheme must contemplate a sys- 
tem assuring strict, effective su- 
pervision and swift, sure punish- 
ment for transgressors. Russia so 
far has declined to subscribe to 
international administration of 
atomic activity or to advance an 
alternate proposal for world en- 
forcement of a treaty outlawing 
the atom bomb. | 

Vjacheslav M. Molotov, Russian 

Foreign Minister, in his address 
Tuesday to the U.N. General As- 
sembly, made a declaration that 
could be interpreted either as a 
blustering “eye-for-an eye and 
tooth-for-a-tooth” statement, or an 
intimation that Russia will be 
satisfied with no less than a plan 
to eliminate all destructive weap- 
ons. 
“Lastly, it should not be for- 
gotten that atomic bombs used by 
one side may be opposed by 
atomic bombs and something else 
from the other side,” the Soviet 
spokesman asserted in the portion 
of his speech devoted to nuclear 
control, “Then the obvious col- 
lapse of all present day calcula- 
tions of certain conceited and 
short-witted people will become 
all too apparent.” 

In view of the ultimate conclu- 
gions of the Molotov speech rec- 
ommending disarmament and bar- 
ring atom arms, notwithstanding 
the distorted personal attack on 
Baruch, analysts with intimate 
knowledge of the complex atomic 
control negotiations have found 
hope that the Russians intend to 
out-Baruch Baruch if they be- 
latedly submit a detailed scheme 
for world supervision, 

Stalin’s Words Cited. 


The view that the Soviet Union 
in time will present a “Stalin 
plan” reading a great deal like 
the Baruch plan, is supported by 
the statement on the subject made 
public before the Molotov address 
by Prime Minister Stalin, who de- 
clared: “A strong international 
control {is needed.” He said noth- 
ing about state sovereignty, on 
which Russian opposition to Amer- 
ican proposals hag been based. 

Another hope is found in Molo- 
tov’s mollifying words that “our 
disputes in this (atom) case were 
probably inevitable owing to the 
novelty of the question. ... .

It makes him only a “symbol of 
state and of the unity of the 
people.”

He 
must confine his activities to 
specified ceremonal and formal 
functions. 


Human Rignts Prdcbiene. 


Human rights include the right 
of men and women to marry 
whom they please, equality of the 
sexes, the right of workers to or- 
ganize and the right of citizens 
to sue the State for violation of 
their rights. 


Traditional Japanese marriage 
pacts arranged by parents are 
outlawed by a clause providing 
that marriage shall be based only 
on mutual consent with equal 
rights between husband and wife. 

The constitution, the second in 
Japanese history, contains 103 ar- 
ticles. The first constitution was 
drafted 57 years ago by Emperor 
Hirohito’s grandfather, Emperor 
Meiji. 

The two houses of Parliament 
changed about 650 words of the 
original charter draft approved 
by Gen Douglas MacArthur. 

One of the major changes dealt 
with the nobility. The original 
text providing for the equality of 
all Japanese, regardless of social 
status or family origin, would 
have restricted the peerage to the 
present generation, The revised 
clause states flatly that the peer- 
age “shall not be recognized.” 

The chapter renouncing war, 
rewritten by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, declares that “aspiring 
sincerely to international peace, 
based on justice and order,” the 
Japanese nation yields its sover- 
eign right to wage war and to 
maintain armed forces or any 
war potential. 

A chapter headed “The Rights 
and Duties of the People” takes 
up about one third of the entire 
document. 

It includes guarantees written 
into the Emperor Meiji constitu- 
tion—which the Japanese people 
failed to defend— against illegal 
arrest, of properly constituted 
courts, of the secrecy of mail, of 
inviolable property rights, of free- 
dom of faith, speech, writing, pub- 
lication and assembly, and of the 
right to submit petitions. 

The Diet is recognized as the 
“highest organ of the state.” The 
Diet is permitted to select the 
premier, previously appointed by 
the emperor after a board of elder 
statesmen had made their recom- 
mendations, It can conduct inves- 
tigations and impeach judges. In 
addition, the lower house can com- 
pel any government to resign. by 
refusing a vote of confidence,

Station; Advertising Limited 


WQOQOW in Washington Will Direct Its Pro- 
grams to ‘Intelligent Listeners’ — 
Good Music, Free Speech.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 2—A radio 
broadcasting station which will 
direct its programs to “intelligent 
listeners” and limit strictly the 
amount and content of its com- 
mercial advertising will begin op- 
erations here next month. 


Edward M. Brecher, general 
manager, said “plug-uglies and 
similar forms of offensive adver- 
tising, of which the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and other have been 
critical, will be banned.” 


Brecher is a former assistant 
to James Lawrence Fly, former 
chairman of the Federal Commu- 
nications Commission. He par- 
ticipated in the drafting of the 
FCC “blue book,” which discussed 
the public service responsibilities 
of broadcast stations. 

The new station, WQQW, will 
limit commercial announcements 
to four an hour, each of one min- 
ute duration and each preceded 
and followed by 14 minutes of non- 
commercial program. 

An announcement said the sta- 
tion will stress “good music, un- 
biased news, free speech, construc- 
tive children’s programs and the 
fundamental American principles 
of equal justice, tolerance and 
the fostering of better relations 
among racial, religious and cul- 
tural groups.”

DOMINICAN PRESIDENT’S

Voters in the city and tn St. 
Louis County will elect various 
local officials in addition to state 
and national legislators at Tues- 
day’s general election. Polling 
places in both the city and county 
will be open from 6 a.m, until 
7pm. 4 

In the city, where the total num- 
ber of registered voters is 364,642 
—about 21,000 more than in the 
last comparable election in 1942— 
the following city offices will be 
filled: Collector of Revenue, Li- 
cense Collector, Recorder of Deeds, 
Prosecuting Attorney, Circuit 
Clerk, Clerk of the Circuit Court 
for Criminal Causes, Clerk of the 
Court of Criminal Correction and 
Alderman of the Fourteenth Ward. 
Magistrates and Constables will be 
elected in each of nine Magistrate 
Districts in the city. The office of 
Magistrate was created under the 
new State Constitution to replace 
the old Justices of the Peace, 

On Retaining Judges. 

In addition to filling these of- 
fices, voters in the city will ex- 
press their desires, by a yes-or-no 
vote, as to the retention in office 
of 10 of the Circuit Judges, the 
Probate Judge and Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, Di- 
vision 1, 

Voters in St. Louis county will 
choose the following public offi- 
cials: Two Circuit Judges, Divi- 
sions 1 and 2 (the non-partisan 
court plan under which judges are 
selected in the city does not affect 
St. Louis county); Presiding Judge 
of the County Court, County Clerk, 
Collector of Revenue, Recorder of 
Deeds, Probate Judge, Prdsecuting 
Attorney, Circuit Clerk, Magis- 
trates and Constables in each of 
the four Magistrate Districts set 
up under the new State Constitu- 
tion. The total number of regis- 
tered voters in the county is 131,- 
470, 

Legislators’ Expense. 

A proposed amendment to the 
State Constitution to authorize an 
expense allowance of $5 a day to 
members of the State Legislature 
for each day actually spent in at- 
tendance at sessions will be sub- 
mitted to voters in the city and 
county and throughout the state 
Tuesday, The proposal would be 
retroactive to Jan. 1, 1945. 

A second proposition will be sub- 
mitted to the voters in St. Louis. 
This is the proposal to increase 
the library tax levy from 4 to 6 
cents on each $100 of property 
valuation. If approved, it is es- 
timated the additional tax would 
result in a total of $240,000 addi- 
tional annual income for operating 
expenses for the library. 

Both propositions require only 
a simple majority of votes for 
passage. 

Hours Off for Voting. 

In a statement issued yesterday, 
the Greater St. Louis Area Council 
of the American Veterans’ Com- 
mittee called attention to the fact 
that Missouri statutes provide that 
any employe, who is a regisered 
voter, is entitled to take four 
hours away from his duties, dur- 
ing the time the polls are open, 
in order to vote. The law speci- 
fies that the employer may desig-

Tells Battery D Mates He Was Scared Only 
Twice—When He Took Their Com- 
mand and Became President. 


By ERNEST B. VACCARO 
KANSAS CITY, Mo. Nov. 
(AP) — President Truman took a 


brisk stroll through the streets of 
Independence, his old home town, 
today, still determinedly aloof 
from a Congressional campaign 
weighing heavily on his political 
future. 

He talked of home and his boy- 
hood with reporters who joined 
him on a mile and a quarter walk 
which led by the house in which 
he lived as a child. He showed 
them where he used to go skating 
and swimming and where he used 
to go to Sunday school. 

He refrained however, from talk 
of the elections on next Tuesday 
when he and Mrs. Truman and 
their daughter, Margaret, will cast 
their votes in the Memoria! Build- 
ing precinct here. 

He said he had not held any 
political conferences since his re- 
turn home Friday and that he had 
not telephoned James M. Pender- 
gast, leader of a Kansas City 
Democratic organization 
which he is affiliated. 

Later, in Kansas City, Pender- 
gast was one of many persons,who 
called on the President at his suite 
in the Muhlebach Hotel. Truman 
went to his rooms at 4 p.m. to 
receive callers, most of whom were 
identified as former buddies of 
Battery D in the 129th Field Artil- 
lery with whom the President 
served in the first World War. He 
left. shortly after 5 o’clock to at- 
tend an informal dinner for local 
members of the battery. 

Speaks at Battery D Dinner. 

At the Battery D dinner Tru- 
man made his first speech since 
he came home to vote. He declared 
that the atom bomb has made 
war so terrible “we must have a 
world peace.” 

In a three-minute extempora- 
neous address, he said modern 
weapons, principally the atom 
bomb, had made warfare like 
that of World War I, terrible 
though it was, simply “child’s 
play.” The gist of his remarks 
was relayed to newspapermen by 
Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross. 

At one point the President told 
Battery D he had been practically 
“scared to death” only twice in 
his life. The first time, he said, 
was when he took command of 
Battery D, while the second was 
on April 12, 1945, when he suc- 
ceeded to the presidency at the 
death of the late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt.

Rural Trend from Democrats. 

In rural Missouri political ob- 
servers, Democrats and Republi- 
cans, almost without exception, 
have reported a very decided 
anti-administration feeling, which 
they have translated into either an 
increased Republican vote or a 
very extensive refusal of Demo- 
crats to go to the polls on election 
day. Whichever ifs the result, the 
Republicans appear certain to be 
on the winning side. 


The trend has existed for more 
than four years, and it appears 
even more pronounced than in 
1942 or 1944. The Republicans car- 
ried the state in 1942, and although 
they lost it in 1944, rural Missouri 
went Republican then, the Roose- 
velt majority in St. Louis being 
nearly twice the outstate Repub- 
lican majority. Even in that 


nearly 60,000.000 qualified voters 
means there will be a “tremendous 
increase in the turnout” over 
previous off-year elections. He in-

Throughout the state the cam- 
— has been influenced by an 

air of confusion and unrest among 
the voters, growing out of all the 
pent-up resentments of war re- 
‘strictions. 

The Republicans have been 
counting heavily on a belief that 
there is a natural desire for a 
change after 14 years of Demo- 
cratic administration; on their 
belief that there is a wide dissatis- 
faction with President Truman’s 
handling of postwar problems, 
which they refer to as “White 
House confusion”; on opposition 
of conservative inclined voters to 
the influence they feel that “rad- 
ical” elements have with the Dem- 
ocratic administration, on the re- 
sentment on the one hand over 
controls of meat and almost every 
thing else and on the other over 
the high prices which followed 
removal of controls; on President 
Truman's purge of Representative 
Roger C. Slaughter in Kansas 
City; on the showing of primary 
frauds in Kansas City, and on a 
public fear that the Pendergast 
machine, which was thought to 
have been destroyed, is returning 
to power with the President's 
blessing. 


Democrats See Some Hope. 


The Democrats, perhaps whis- 
tling in the dark, profess to see 
some slight hope. Although pri- 
vately they exude no optimism 
except as,to a few Congressional 
districts, they profess publicly to 
believe that removal of meat con- 
trol and the release of other ar- 
ticles from control has stopped 
the anti-Democratic trend and re- 
stored the party to favor among 
many voters, that labor’s distrust 
df the Republican party will take 
the labor vote almost solidly to 
their candidates, that there is a 
fear on the part of many inde- 
pendent voters that a Republican 
victory would eventually do away 
with many of the New Deal social 
reforms. Also, they say they re- 
fuse to believe, with employment 
at high peak and with money in 
the pockets of nearly everybody, 
that there will be a very heavy 
swing against the Administration. 


The domestic situation appar- 
ently has far overshadowed the 
Administration's foreign policy in 
affecting the campaign. The Re- 
publicans had made some head- 
way with Communism as a leading 
campaign issue when President 
Truman fired Secretary Wallace 
from his Cabinet, but since then 
less has been heard about it. The 
substance of the Republican cam- 
paign charge was that the nation- 
al administration was controlled 
by the PAC, that the PAC was 
controlled by the Communist 
party, and that if the Democrats 
won this year it would not be 
long before American affairs were 
controlled from the Soviet Union. 

The Democrats countered this 
play by circularizing the state 
with Gerald L. K. Smith's indorse- 
ment of Kem and eight Repub- 
lican candidates for Congress.

There is an outside possibility 
of a surprise in the First district, 
which generally is being counted 
as Republican. The fact that 
Briggs and Stillwel) reside in 
strong Democratic counties in the 
district could, because of local 
pride in home town boys, bring 
out a much heavier Democratic 
vote than usual. 


In Macon county, Briggs's home, 
and Marion county, Stillwell's, 
several thousand Democrats usu- 
ally remain away from the polls 
in midterm elections because of 
lack of interest. Their local can- 
didates after nomination in the 
primary are certain of election be- 
cause of the preponderance of 
Democrats, and many do not 
bother to vote in the election. 
Local pride in Briggs and in Still- 
well in their home counties might 
bring out a vote sufficient to over- 
come Arnold’s lead elsewhere in 
the district. It is not expected 
that will happen, but it could. 


Opinions differ as to the size of 
the total vote to be expected, but 
it is doubtful that it will go much 
above 1,000,000. In the presiden- 
tial year of 1944, it was 1,572,474, 
with the Kepublican and Demo- 
cratic presidential candidates get- 
ting 1,569,328, only 3146 being cast 
for minor party candidates.

(AP)—After waiting 77 years to 
gain some first-hand information 
about Rutgers’ football, Harvard 
did so at a heart-breaking price 
today before a stunned crowd of 
25,000 at the Stadium. The hard- 
hitting Scarlet# from New Jersey, 
with a terrific second half lift, 
belted the Crimson out of the na- 
tion’s slim undefeated ranks with 
a 13-0 triumph, 

Those two teams, which go back 
to intercollegiate football's found- 
ling days, battled in fairly even 
fashion during the scoreless open- 
ing half of their first gridiron 
clash in history. 

But once the third period got 
underway, Rutgers took over in 
the most emphatic fashion when 
the fleet Al Malekof, its alternate 
fullback, intercepted a Harvard 
pass on his own 17 yard line and 
raced back 72 yards to Harvard's 
11, 

Frank Burns completed a 10

WEST POINT, N.Y., Nov. 2 
(AP)—The Army football team 
made it No. 25 today. Not a daz- 
zling, scintillating twenty-fifth 
straight victory, but the 19 to 0 
triumph over West Virginia was 
convincing enough and the op- 
position was spirited enough to 
keep the capacity crowd of 25,500 
in Michie Stadium thoroughly in- 
terested, and just the thing to 
sharpen the Cadets for their 
classic with Notre Dame next 
week, 


It was the final home appear- 
ance of Glenn Davis and Doc 
Blanchard, famed _ touchdown 
twins, and seven other Army 
starters, 


The Cadets on the whole played 
in flashes, sputtering and wheez- 
ing and fumbling their way along 
and then bursting into an offen- 
sive roar like a balky engine fin- 
ally getting the spark. 


Blanchard scored one _  touch- 
down on a 46-yard dash through 
left tackle in the second period, 
and Davis contributed one by tak- 
ing a seven-yard toss from Arnold 
Tucker in a corner of the end zone 
in the third. Otherwise their of- 
ten brilliant offensive maneuvers 
failed to pay off, with Blanchard 
guilty of inopportune fumbles on 
occasion. Hank Foldberg scored 
the first touchdown in the opening 
period, taking an eight-yard pass 
from Tucker in the end zone. 

Army apparently started under 
the theory that it would try to win 
without Blanchard or Davis.

Georgia Whips 
Alabama, 14-0, 
On. Trippi Passes 


ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 2 (AP)— 
Charlie Trippi, running, plunging 
and passing like a man possessed, 
steered Georgia's unbeaten Bull- 
dogs through a battling Alabama 
Crimson Tide for a 14-0 victory 
today. : 

A capacity crowd. of 50,000 saw 
the ever-dangerous Trippi, both- 
ered to some extent by Charley- 
horses all season, hit his top 
stride while Georgia stopped the 
famous passing arm of Harry Gil- 
mer. The Bulldogs batted down 
six of Gilmer’s heaves and inter- 
cepted the two others he tossed. 


A drizzling rain which fell be- 
fore the game and through most 
of the second half held the offen- 
sive games of the two arch rivals 
pretty well in check. 

Georgia led in first-downs, 12 
to 9, and Alabama was ahead in 
net yards rushing, 163 to 139. The 
Bulldogs completed seven of 14 
passes for 110 yards, none in the 
second half, while the Tide had 
no completions in nine attempts. 


Inthe first half, the Bulldogs 
threatened continuously and had 
all its points at intermission. The 
first score came when Dick Mc- 
Phee intercepted Gilmer’s initial 
pass after six minutes of play. 
McPhee lateralled to John Don- 
aldson, who hauled out down the 
sideline for 44 yards before step- 
Ping out at the Alabama 13. 


On fourth down, Trippi passed 
nine yards to Dan Edwards in the 
end zone, who made a diving 
catch after Hal Self had batted 
the ball skyward attempting to 
knock it down, 


With one minute of the half 
remaining, Trippi broke around 
end 46 yards for a score, topping 
off a 79-yard drive. A 33-yard 
pass, Trippi to John Rauch, pre- 
ceded the scoring run. Joe Tere- 
shinski, who went up for the ball 
with Rauch, tackled his team- 
mate as they came down. 

The Tide, last team to defeat 
the Bulldogs, winning by 28-14 
last season, was never a serious 
threat and never got beyond 
Georgia’s 23-yard line. 

Gilmer, though stymied as a 
passer, led his team in ground 
gaining with 55 yards in 12 tries, 
and almost broke away several 
times while returning punts. 
Trippi netted 98 yards in 16 tries 
to account for all of Georgia's 
rushing except 41 yards. He com- 
pleted five of 11 passes for 109 
yards, one short of the total Geor- 
gia gained through the air.

The annual Missouri Exhibition 
opened Friday at City Art Mu- 
seum. 

Interest of artists of this area 
is centering on the Missouri show 
winners, announced by the mu- 
seum Thursday. Several painters 
have asserted that the three $200 
prizes went to pictures of a mark- 
edly conservative type. Arthur 
Krause of Kirkwood, whose “Fish- 
ermen’s Wharf” was awarded the 
museum purchase prize, said his 
exhibit was “more conventional” 
than most of his work. 

Museum Purchase Discussed. 

The picture, however, makes 
skillful use of cubistic devices to 
break up the form of the whole 
into separate designs. A fine feel- 
ing for space is shown in the way 
the view goes back and back over 
the wharf, the sea and ships. Tex- 
ture, moreover, is conveyed with 
an unusual directness and im- 
mediacy in the treatment of wet, 
slippery planking, the fisherman's 
oilskin and the choppy little waves 
extending into the deep back- 
ground. 

These methods, attention to 
space and texture, are Twentieth 
Century qualities. Also apparent 
in the painting is a modern, arbi- 
frary alteration of color. The un- 
naturally bright yellow of the oil- 
skin is echoed in various parts of 
the composition, and the green 
inside of the barrel and the red 
anchors obviously have been modi- 
fied to evoke harmonious chords 
of color. 

Atmosphere of the Sea. 

Krause’s oil ranks high as a 
pleasing design in contour and 
pigment and also as producing a 
genuine, appropriate mood when 
studied. The dank, clammy atmos- 
phere, slickness of the planking 
and the technical accuracy of the 
depiction of nautical gear all sug- 
gest sailors, the sea and the never- 
ending toil of the seafarer. 

Also modern  in_ technique, 
though less inspiriting to this re 
viewer, is the prize-winning “Red 
House,” by Robert Sudlow of Law- 
rence, Kan. In order to gain a 
sense of depression, which evi- 
dently envelopes the house 
him, the artist uses a low-keyed 
palette arbitrarily but not capric- 
jously.

Provision of Insurance. 

As to the $100,000 in insurance, 
Baron continued, Mr. Schield pro- 
vided in his will that the interest 
was to be payable to his widow 
during her Hfetime and thereaf- 
ter to her daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Rosalind R. Melfzer of Oakland, 
Cal., seamed of a son of Mrs. 
Schield, 

After the death of Mrs. Sch’ le 
and Mrs. Meltzer, the will pro- 
vided, the $100,000 in insurance 
shall be paid to the Jewish Fed- 
eration of St. Louis to be used in 
establishing the “William and Jen- 
nie H. Schield Endowment.” The 
principal income of the endow- 
ment shall be wholly expended 
for charitable purposes within 25 
years after it is received by the 
Jewish Federation, the will pro- 
vided.

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Render Unto Greece— 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: ¢ 

Oct. 28 was the anniversary of the 
freacherous Fascist attack againat 
Greece, Contrary to the predictions of 
eminent military experts, and to the 
amazement of the entire world, Greece 
not only withstood the onslaught of nu- 
merically superior and mechanically 
much better equipped forces, but also 
succeeded in pushing the enemy beyond 
her borders, thus providing, with her 
victories, new hope for the Allied side 
at the darkest moment of the conflict. 

The Greek people joined the fight at 
a time when almost all the other coun- 
tries of Europe, including France, had 
been succeasively overrun by the Axis. 
It was only natural, therefore, that they 
should realize that in the end they also 
would have a fate similar to that of 
incomparably stronger powers which 
had fallen before them. Yet, they felt it 
imperative not to betray their tradi- 
tional loyalty to the ideals of justice and 
freedom, and they were prepared to suc- 
cumb fighting in defense of these ideals 
rather than accept the ignominy of 
yielding to the conquerors, whose mo- 
tives were inspired by greed and by the 
desire to demolish all accepted stand- 
ards of decency and human dignity. 

During the long years of the triple 
occupation of their country, the Greek 
people bravely endured their hardships, 
drawing renewed strength from the be- 
lief that at the moment of their libera- 
tion their friends and allies would not 
ignore their sacrifices for the common 
cause. They hoped that at the final 
moment of reckoning their modest and 
fust claims would be fully recognized 
by the incorporation within their na- 
tional territory of those lands which 
ethfiologically, historically and culturally 
form part of the Greek heritage, and by 
the rectification of Greece’s northern 
frontiers so as to enable them better to 
protect themselves against eventual at- 
tacks from those coveting their soil. 

It would be only fitting if this anni- 
versary were to serve as a reminder of 
Greece's contribution to Allied victory 
and of the necessity of taking decisions 
that would insure a livable peace based 
on the principles of justice and freedom.

A Low-Leyel Campaign 

It is not an edifying spectacle that the United 
States has presented during the congressional 
campaign now drawing to a close. In a real 
sense, it was epitomized by the Democratic offer 
of a new automobile, nylons and other articles 
to induce Pemiscot and Oregon County voters 
to go to the polis, and by the G.O.P. rally in 
Denver, where the crowd was lured by prizes of 
nylons, soap powder, shortening and white shirts. 

This low brand of materialism in connection 
with an election evidently reflects the popular 
mood, as well as the intellectual poverty of both 
parties. Earlier, until President Truman took 
controls off, the burning campaign issue was 
meat. If our old friend, the Man from Mars, 
had rocketed to earth a few weeks ago and wit- 
nessed the hue and cry about meat shortages, he 
would have supposed that America, though it 
looked fat and sleek, was on the verge of starva- 
tion. 

The polls indicate a swing toward Republi- 
canism, which is hardly surprising in view of 
the historic trend against the party in power 
in mid-term elections, in view of the errors Mr. 
Truman has made and in view of the lack of 
coherence in the Democratic party. While Mr. 
Truman has attempted to fill his role as legatee 
of the Roosevelt New Deal, and has repeatedly 
urged Congress to pass progressive measures, 
his program has been hamstrung by a coalition 
of conservative Southern Democrats and Repub- 
licans. The New York Herald Tribune has called 
the Truman Administration ‘‘government by 
schizophrenia.” 

For their part, the Republicans, “riding a 
trend,” have not felt called upon to do much 
more than raise their old shibboleths against 
New Deal collectivism, denounce the PAC as a 
subversive movement and to charge the Truman 
Administration with radicalism and with har- 
boring Communists in its bosom. On the posi- 
tive side, they promise, as usual, to go back to 
the spirit and practice of free enterprise, which 
is supposed to be the process by which the coun- 
try’s ills can be cured. 

Of course, the Republicans are not going back 
to free enterprise in the classic sense. This 
country, as a matter of fact, never did practice 
free enterprise in that sense. The Republicans, 
if asked to do so, would be horrified, because it 
would mean, for one thing, the abolition of tar- 
iffs, which they have sponsored for generations. 

As the citizen of middle years surveys the 
American political scene today, he has a vague 
and uneasy feeling that he is seeing the re-enact- 
ment of an old play. Aside from the nation’s 
seeming unity on foreign affairs, this looks like 
1918, 1919 and 1920, when the country repudi- 
ated Woodrow Wilson and went back to “nor- 
malcy” under Warren Harding. 

Normalcy turned out to be a fantastic decade, 
a materialistic nightmare, in which the country, 
seemingly prosperous, went on an orgy of spend- 
ing and speculation that ended in the stock mar- 
ket crash of 1929. In the presidential election 
of the year before, Herbert Hoover looked for- 
ward to the “abolition of poverty” and his party, 
the G.O.P., lured the voters with promises of 
a chicken in every pot and two cars in every 
garage. Then came the worst depression in 
American history. 

No historical analogy is perfect and, of course, 
there are many factors in the current situation 
which are unlike those of the Harding era. We 
have not yet suffered the depression that fol- 
lowed the last war, though the scuttling of OPA 
and ensuing price rises, accompanied by more 
and more demands for higher wages, have given 
our economic structure an unhealthy cast. If 
the removal of controls has the effect of stimu- 
lating production, as its advocates say it will do, 
runaway inflation may be staved off. We shall 
see what we shall see. 

The principal task of Missour! voters is to 
choose a United States Senator. The choice lies 
between the incumbent, Mr. Briggs, and the 
Republican candidate, Mr. Kem, and it is strik- 
ingly similar to the choices of voters in other 
states—for example, between Messrs. Huffman 
and Bricker in Ohio. On the one hand, Mis- 
sour! has a rather colorless Democrat, with an 
excellent voting record in Washington, and a 
conservative, really reactionary, Republican. Mr. 
Kem wants to eradicate New Dealism, root and 
branch, from the structure of American life, 
though Republican presidential candidates in 
1940 and 1944 promised to retain much of that 
selfsame New Dealism. 

In favoring Mr. Briggs’s candidacy, this news- 
paper does so because he supports progressive 
measures and there is nothing in Mr. Kem’s can- 
didacy to suggest that he will fight “for prog- 
ress and reform.” On the contrary, his political 
thinking is of an ancient stamp, and it is to be 
wondered how he could have. lived through two 
world wars and a depression with such seeming 
complacency and unwillingness or inability to 
learn. 

Moreover, if the Republicans win control of 
Congress, or even if they merely capture the 
lower House, it looks as though the country is 
in for two years of stalemate of a more marked 
type than it has seen since V-J day. The Re- 
publicans will use the interval, as they and the 
Democrats have done before in similar situa- 
tions, to discredit the Democrats and to jockey 
for position in the presidential election of 1948. 

We don’t like the looks of things. We are dis- 
appointed in Mr. Truman's type of leadership 
and in the tone of his Administration. We don’t 
see that the Republicans have a program to offer 
the country in which Americans can repose real 
confidence. 
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Loophole for Landlords? 


Admiration—as for a fox’s cunning—goes out 
to Frank Mobley, counsel for a landlords’ asso- 
ciation at Colorado Springs. OPA regulations 
forbid evictions to protest rent ceilings, but 
Mobley says tenants can be legally frozen out 
under state law by giving 10 days’ notice and 
shutting off the gas. But, he warns, each land- 
lord must act alone: “By taking individual ac- 
tion, we won't be breaking any law.” 

That's odd. If the Federal courts will tolerate 
that dodge—and we think they won’t—the rent- 
control law is less secure than it has seemed 
after past assaults. Also, unless memory fails 
us, the Justice Department has won anti-trust 
cases on much thinner evidence of conspiracy 
than this explicit advice from a trade associa- 
tion's lawyer. 

All of which is not to deny sympathy to land- 
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lords. Rent ceilings are still imperative, but 
they need realistic adjustment. Operating ex- 
penses and landlords’ own living costs have 
risen. So owners may reasonably petition the 
new Congress two months hence and, unless 
they are meanwhile unreasonable, they will prob- 
ably get relief. 

Meanwhile, any who compromise their good 
case for relief by flouting the law we already 
have, should be prosecuted. 
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A Fine Judge Going to Waste 

William:Clark of New Jersey merits a place in 
the Federal judiciary. Before he left the bench 
for military service, Judge Clark created an ex- 
cellent record with the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. Yet the Justice Department 
has stubbornly opposed his return to the bench. 

When Judge Clark entered the Army, he of- 
fered his resignation to President Roosevelt. It 
was rejected emphatically. Later, the President 
suddenly wired Judge Clark that the resignation 
was accepted—it has never been explained why. 
Now the Judge is appealing to the Court of 
Claims for reinstatement, while the Justice De- 
partment opposes him on grounds that a Judge 
had no legal right to military leave. 

That’s the technicality. But is it the main 
issue? If the Administration had any regard for 
Judge Clark’s fine record, it.could reappoint 
him to the bench. Instead, it’s willing to go to 
court against him. It has disowned his record, 


and ignored his merits. 


As a Judge, Clark showed courage and a firm 
regard for civil rights. 
tenced “Dutch” Schultz, the notorious but legally 
untouchable New York rackets leader. And then 
Judge Clark put Mayor “I Am the Law” Hague 
in his rightful place. He prohibited the Jersey 
Democratic boss from deporting union organizers 
from Jersey City. : 

But Judge Clark, in silencing Hague four 
times in court, or in putting the law against 
Hague’s lawlessness, must have incurred the 
Boss's displeasure. Moreover, Judge Clark is a 
Republican, even though he voted for Mr. Roose- 
velt. So it’s reported that Postmaster General 
Hannegan, the Democratic chairman, is against 
the Judge. 

Political considerations should be beneath 
presidential notice. After all, President Roose- 
velt elevated Judge Clark to the Court of Ap- 
peals, and the Federal bench needs men like 
him. President Truman should find a place for 
his fine services. 
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Gen. Bradley Caos Up 

Gen. Eisenhower announces that he will step 
out as Chief of Staff within a year and be suc- 
ceeded by Gen. Omar Bradley. Thus another 
Missourian will come into one of the highest 
positions in Washington; but no one in this in- 
stance will raise the cry of partiality or ‘“crony 
government.” 

Gen. Bradley has shown himself a brave sol- 
dier, a resourceful commander, an inspiring 
leader and, with the Veterans Administration, a 
talented and courageous public official. He has 
won the new honor. 
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Washington’s Straw Ballot 

Not having a vote, the people of Washington 
esteem the franchise. In an unofficial election 
sponsored by the District of Columbia Board 
of Trade and some 150 civic and professional 
bodies, Washingtonians will vote Tuesday to 
register their desire for the franchise. 

The 863,000 people of Washington do not un- 
derstand *why they should be predestined as 
political eunuchs merely because they live in a 
district set aside as the seat of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, And neither do we. Missourians do 
not forbid the people of Jefferson City the ballot 
merely because the State Government is seated 
there; if any state in the Union tried to follow 
such a practice, it would be denounced for its 
unfairness. 

Washingtonians are entitled at least to local 
self-government, subject to safeguards protecting 
the national interest in a beautiful and well- 
planned capital. Neither do we see any reason 
why they should not be represented in Congress; 
Nevada, with a population one-seventh as great, 
has two Senators and a Representative. 

An immediate and incidental benefit of en- 
franchising Washingtonians would be to relieve 
the city of having as its unofficial mayor, 
Theodore G,. Bilbo, chairman of Senate Com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia. No city 
deserves a fate like that.

VICTORY OVER PAIN: A HISTORY OF ANAES.- 
vou) by Victor Robinson. (Henry Schuman, New 
ork 


This is a good book, thorough, complete, 
entertaining, in good format, and adequate- 
ly illustrated. The ground plan rests on a 
division, so conceived as to make the story 
of the loss of feeling (anaesthesia) an at- 
tractive pageantry, picturing the develop- 
ment, through the ages, of both the acience 
and art of creating insensitivity to pain, 


The author starts in mythological times, 
traces development through primitive medi- 
cine, classical Greek and Roman accom- 
plishment, the arid period of the Middle 
Ages, the Renaissance and the modern 
period. As one reviews this struggle with 
pain, one becomes convinced of the truth 
of the statement, quoted by Robinson, that 
up to the portals of modern medicine, all 
efforts of all investigators did not produce 
a narcotic of sufficient potency “to make 
even a guinea pig nod.” 

The collection of data involved in such 
a study might have resulted in an academio 
tour de force, in which dry facts are piled 
as high as Pelion on Ossa. Robinson has 
avoided such a pitfall by lively style, intro- 
duction of pleasing anecdotes and little side 
journeys into the lives and times of his 
characters, 

There is an expansive discussion of re- 
actions to surgical pain from the days of 
drugs and dreams to end of the eighteenth 
century. Following this is a more detailed 
account of early nineteenth century events 
that led to the dramatic use of ether in 
Massachusetts General Hospital, Oct. 16, 
1846, when Dr. John Collins Warren is 
credited with the first surgical anaesthesia.

The sad chapter of the bitterness engen- 
dered by conflicting claims of Wells, Mor- 
ton, Jackson and Long is discussed dis- 
passionately. The story moves to the re- 
ception of the discovery in Europe, where 
Dr. James Young Simpson introduced 
chloroform amid protestations of clepical 
England. Simpson quoted Scripture to 
prove God on his side, but it is doubtful 
what measure of success he would have at- 
tained, had he not found “an ally more in- 
fluential than God” in Queen Victoria, who 
submitted to chloroform in childbirth. The 
book closes with a very satisfactory pres- 
entation of present-day refinements in 
anaesthetic administration. 

One may cavil at such an omission as 
Harvey Cushing’s work on conduction an- 
aesthesia.

The impact of wartime conditions upon 
Polly, the daughter of Burton Fulton, fabu- 
lously wealthy manufacturer, is the theme 
of John P. Marquand’s novel.

But Tom Brett.sweeps 
Polly completely off her feet in an illusion 
of love at first sight. So Bob sensibly takes 
another woman as his wife and remains 
faithful to her, even though he and Polly 
both realize that they have missed the fine 
and true thing marriage could have been 
for them. The novel ends on a note of 
frustration for Polly, who is completely 
disillusioned by"*fTom and intends to divorce 
him, even though Bob shows no intention 
of altering his marital status. 

In addition to the fine character por- 
trayals of the three chief .characters, the 
novel holds much interest as a study of 
wartime Washington, life at the headquar- 
ters of invasion zones and the general way 
of living and thinking of the very wealthy 
in the fourth decade of the twentieth cen- 
tury. Technically, Mr. Marquand has done 
a fine piece of work, maintaining suspense 
and interest to the end by the movie tech- 
nique of the flashback, and by carefully 
showing the setting for each event, as well 
as, drawing full scale portraits of the minor 
characters and events. 

Fine as many considered Mr. Marquand's 
previous novels, “The Late George Apley” 
and “So Little Time,” to be, “B. F.’s Daugh-

Our People’s S Way 
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THE DESIGN OF DEMOCRACY, by George Washing. 
ton Goble. (University of Oklahoma Press, Norman, 


Gaia.) 

The “design of democracy,” as this Uni- 
versity of Illinois law professor sees it, rests 
on four cornerstones: individual liberty 
(limited by reason); order and national 
unity (achieved through mutual adjustment 
of conflicting desires); responaible govern- 
ment ‘as far as their interest or apathy 
make it work their will), and economic re 
sponsibility (effected by proper division of 
power among capital, labor and govern- 
ment), 

Individual liberty requires free individual 
expression, based on the proposition that 
the majority can be wrong and that we 
achieve progress not by preserving view- 
points that may be stupid but by examining 
all viewpoints and selecting freely from the 
most valid. Goble examines the personal 
thought, press, radio, movies and govern- 
ment interference in these fields and reaf- 
firms the proposition. In regard to the 
press and radio he raises the question 
whether government supervision (for in- 
stance, in the radio, limited by air space to 
a few users) may not work for freedom 
rather than against it in a monopolistic 
field. 

Order and national unity are achieved by 
thousands of inarticulate social contracts 
made daily by people who give way a little 
to their neighbors’ desires because their 
neighbors often give way to them. And 
government programs become thus an amal- 
gam of the viewpoints of farmers, laborers, 
industrialists, socialists, politicians, and 
others, working by compromise and then 
accepting the final democratic choice. 

* * . 

This way, says Goble, we try to solve the 
question Lincoln raised: “Must a govern- 
ment of necessity be too strong for the lib- 
erties of its own people or too weak to 
maintain its own existence?” This way, “de- 
mocracy is a matter of growth.” We use 
evolution instead of revolution. We educate 
for thought, not for stereotypes or cultural 
aberrations, And we may, if we will, use 
symbols of good will, not of prejudice. 

Responsible government is achieved by 
active participation of voters to make the 
legislative, the executive, the judicial, and 
the newer but nonetheless necessary 
bureaucratic process work, and by using 
the rule of law to social betterment. 

Industrial responsibility is our tool for 
achieving economic democracy; men must 
be as free to eat as they are to starve. We 
may achieve this freedom, says Goble, by 
imposing conditions on corporate privilege, 
by asserting government control in matters 
of public interest, and by interpreting the 
Constitution to serve democracy, not any 
one particular economic theory. 

Goble takes his stand with legal think- 
ers like Hutchins, Rodell, Berle, Ernst— 
and, if you please, Brandeis, Cardozo and 
Douglas—as a lawyer who sees the law as 
an instrument of justice, and democracy as 
a thing of the people. With this book, he 
may reach the following he deserves.

U.S.-British Influence. 


The influence of the United 
States and Britain is constantly 
growing, however. Thanks to Hit- 
ler’s planned pogroms, most of the 
Jews today for the first time live 
in English-speaking countries. The 
largest compact group anywhere 
is in the United States, where 
there are now more than 5,000,000. 

Thus, should the establishment 
of a Jewish state be postponed for, 
any, ten years, United States and 
British political systems might be- 
come predominant. 


Political competition would be 
centered on two or three major 
parties, In the 1944 elections to the 
assembly of Jewish people in Pal- 
estine, 17 different parties won 
seats. These generally represented 
left-wing, center, right-wing and 
religious Zionism. They included 
agricultural and industrial work- 
ers, landlords, merchants, profes- 
sional men, industrialists and 
others. 

The four left-wing parties, com- 
prised mainly of industrial and 
agricultural workers, captured 100 
of the 171 seats. The next biggest 
bloc went to the center parties, 
who got seats, while the two 
parties representing religious 
Zionism won 23. The rest were 
scattered in threes and fours 
among the various smaller parties. 
The Communist party won three. 


Labor Party Most Powerful. 


The single most powerful party 

is the Palestine Labor Party, 
whose representatives occupy 2% 
Seats in the elected assembly. Its 
leaders included Ben Gurion, 
chairman of the executive of the 
Jewish Agency; Moshe Shertok, 
head of the political department 
of the Jewish Agency, who is now 
being held by the British in the 
Latrun internment camp, and 
Other Zionist leaders. The Pales- 
tine labor party strongly backs 
the fight to obtain unrestricted 
Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine and the establishment of a 
Jewish state here.

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Veto a Threat as Big 4 Prepare 


To Draft Final Satellite Treaties 


Its Use Could Largely Negate Work of Paris 
Peace Conference—Trieste, Free Danube, | 
Bulgarian-Greek Frontier Among Issues. 
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Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov and other Slav spokesmen 
sounded their opposition to the 
principle of “out-voting” in the 
final days of the Paris peace con- 
ference and Molotov _§ indicated 
that his displeasure with decisions 
relative to Trieste and freedom of 
navigation on the Danube might 
result in Soviet use of the veto 
power, 

Under the rules at Paris, the 
veto was not used, but it is per- 
mitted in the Big Four Foreign 
Ministers’ Council as it is in the 
United Nations Security Council, 
and Slav displeasure with “the 
mere mustering of votes” indi- 
cated strongly that it would be 
exercised on a showdown, 

Thus, the exercise.of the veto 
power by any of the four powers 
could largely negate 11 weeks’ 
work by the 21-nation conference 
in Paris on treaties for Bulgaria, 
Finland, Hungary, Italy and Ro- 
mania; for although there were 
many undisputed clauses in all the 
treaties, none of the pacts had 100 
per cent clear sailing, and without 
a complete treaty, there would be 
no treaty. 

The principal arguments facing 
Molotov, Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes, Foreign Secretary Er- 
nest Bevin and French Deputy 
Foreign Minister Maurice Couve 
de Murville when they sit down 
together in the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel for their first session in the 
new world are these: 

1, Trieste—The peace confer- 
ence, beating down Slav opposi- 
tion, voted to have the interna- 
tionalized area of the Adriatic 
port administered by a governor 
appointed by and responsible to 
the U.N. Security Council, with no 
Yugoslav or Italian sovereignty.

HE war catapulted Guam into 
T new prominence in American 

naval strategy, and brought to 
the people of the tiny island a 
new and burning desire for home 
rule. 

Therein lies 
headache for the 
Navy administration of the Paci- 
fic outpost, now being trans- 
formed into a new “Pearl Harbor” 
4000 miles west of Hawaii. 

The Navy has. administered 
Guam for nearly 50 years, ever 
since the 225-square-mile island 
was ceded to the United States by 
Spain in 1898. It has instituted 
many improvements for the wel- 
fare of the islanders, but political 
progress has been about nil, As 
in other areas throughout the 
world, the war atirred new ambi- 
tions among Guamanians for a 
louder voice in their government. 

They do not want to sever their 
destiny from that of the 
States, in fact, they know 
cannot. Guam too 
strategically in troubled 
too tiny to get anywhere 
own resources. 

No Local Powers. 

But the Guamanians, who feel 
they have some pointed com- 
plaints about Navy administra- 
tion, believe that their loyalty to 
the United States through the 
Japanese occupation gives them

In prewar days, Guam’s import- 
ance was not so generally appar- 
ent, and the Navy administered 
the island about as it pleased. 
Great gains were made in advanc- 
ing the physical welfare of the 
people, introducing health, educa- 
tion, and sanitation measures and 
bringing disease under control. 
The population increased from 
about 7000 in 1898 to more than 
20,000, but the power of the Naval 
Governor remained virtually ab- 
solute. 

Guam has a congress, but it is 
only an advisory body, unable to 
initiate legislation. The congress 
is elective, but all officials and 
employes of the naval government 
serve at the governor's pleasure. 
There is an island court system, 
but judges are appointed and 
may be removed by the governor. 
There is no trial by jury. An ap- 
peal board consists of two (;uam- 
anians and one military officer, 
all completely answerable to the) 
governor. 

Political Status Uncertain.

These questions are worth some 
little reflection as ‘the Truman 
midterm congressional campaign 
comes up to election day. For 
while there is no certainty that 
the Senate will tie at 48 to 48, 
with no seat held by a Progres- 
sive, Farmer-Laborite or Inde- 
pendent, such a result is a fair 
possibility. 

In event the Republicans cap-

Such a situation is unprece- 
dented.

But there is always 
something new turning up on the 
American political scene and this 
stalemate within a stalemate will 
develop if the Republicans retain 
their present 39 Senate seats and 
gain nine more. 

To do this they will need to 
hold uncertain seats in California 
and Kentucky and displace Demo- 
erats in such states as Missouri, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts. Delaware, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin, Montana and Wash- 
ington. 

Once Since 1900. 

Only once since 1900 has there 
been an election for a Congress 
whose Senate did not have a 
Vice President as presiding of- 
ficer. That was in 1902, after 
Theodore Roosevelt moved up to 
the presidency to fill out the sec- 
ond term of William McKinley.

Busy on Problem. 


They are constantly busy on the 
problem, however. The United 
States-Canadian Joint Permanent 
Defense Board, an advisory group, 
meets once a month or oftener. 
Diplomatic officials in Ottawa 
and Washington have frequent 
exchanges on the subject, and it 
was understood to have been a 
chief topic of discussion at the 
recent White House meeting be- 
tween President Truman and Ca- 
nadian Prime Minister W. L. 
Mackenzie King. 

While the United States goes 
ahead in Alaska and while dis- 
cussions are under way as to 
what may be done by Americans 
on Canadian soil, some concrete 
steps already are being taken. 

This winter at Churchill, Mani- 
toba, a Hudson Bay port with a 
climate typical of much of the 
northern wastes, the United 
States Army will join the Cana- 
dian army in conducting what is 
called a “cold weather testing 
station.” Churchill is 650 miles 
above Winnipeg and about 1000 
miles above Minneapolis, and lies 
about 600 miles below the Arctic 
Circle. 

Here hetween 500 and 600 
troops, including between 100 and 
150 of the United States Army 
Corps of Engineers, will hibernate 
between Nov. 15 and spring, test- 
ing all kinds of equipment in 
weather which stays close to 
around 40 degrees below zero. 

Canadians are quick to stress 
that “this is not a base and not 
a threat to anyone.” It is an 
Army version of “an automobile 
manufacturer’s testing grounds,” 
one official explained. 


On the practical level, perhaps 
the most serious problem of a co- 
ordinated United States-Canadian 
defense is standardization of 
equipment, Shall Canada have 
American-type equipment, or the 
traditional British? These tests 
at Churchill may point to prefer- 
ence of one over the other in 
certain pieces of equipment, but 
the over-all problem of standard- 
ization will remain. 

Relationship With Britain. 

This leads directly to the ques- 
tion of Canada’s relationship with 
Canada is a member of 
the British Commonwealth, but 
politically a sovereign state. Along 
with her evolution from colonial 
atatus, she has grown away from 
dependency on Britain for mili- 
tary defense, and now depends on 
the United States. 

The facts of modern warfare 


have brought this about, whether 
either Canadians or Americans 
'wanted it. The problem, political- 
ily, Hes in the fact that many 
Canadians are still wed spiritually 
to Britain and are inclined to be 
“sticky” about anything tending 
to accelerate this change. 

Canadians opposed to the build-

ing up toward the North Pole, 
there live altogether only about 
17,000 persons, of whom 11,000 are 
Eskimos and Indians. 

The Eskimos are scattered 
around the coasts, the Indians 
sprinkled almost everywhere. Liv- 
ing primitively, they could offer 
no aid to an invader. There are 
no farmliaw@ds, and the country 
could not Uoport any troops. In- 
vaders would have to be complete- 
ly supplied from home bases. 


Terrain Varies, 


The terrain varies from barren 
rocklands of northern Quebec to 
wooded -mountains of the far 
‘northwest, with vast areas of 
'muskeg, a kind of northern 
‘marshland, lying in the center be- 
tween the mountains and Hudson 
| Bay. The climate varies, but 
/most of the region is frozen most 
of the year, and even in the best 
summer months is virtually im- 
passable. 

The only exception to this is in 
the northwest, where the Alaska 
Highway has been built through 
country generally milder than the 
whole, 

The Americans last’ spring 
brought strong pressure on Can- 
ada to do something jointly about 
defense, Something short of an 
outright military alliance Was 
proposed, entailing no obligations 
on one country to go to war in 
defense of the other. But thor- 
ough co-ordination was called 
for, with active co-operation in 
all matters relating to defense, 
including establishment of bases. 
This winter’s testing operation at 
Churchill, and last winter's “oper- 
ation Muskox”—a 3100-mile snow- 
mobile trek on which American 
observers accompanied a Canad- 
ian team—are but drops in the 
bucket compared to what the 
Americans would like. 

The exact nature of the propos- 
als is still secret, but it is known 
that their substance would be to 
do almost everything in Canada 
that the United States would do if 
it were American territory, and 
as is being done in Alaska. 

The average Canadian’s reac- 
tion to this is not what an Amer- 
ican might think. Whereas the 
American might believe Canad- 
ians would be glad to have such 
help in self-defense, actually 
many would consider an un 
necessary intrusion by 
power, however friendly. 

Canada’s sovereignty—her Inde- 
pendence from Britain—is newer 
than that of the United States. 
Canadians are extremely conscious 
of it, and perhaps overly-jealous 
about guarding it. It is a subject 
of constant discussion in the 
press and on public platforms, 

And some Canadians do not feel 
altogether independent yet. These 
people fee) that the Dominion’s 
destiny is Britain’s and that noth- 
ing—such as the proposed military 
co-operation with the United States 
— should be done to weaken fur- 
ther in any way the old ties with 
the mother country. 

Manned by Americans. 

Until now Canadians have never 
given much thought to defending 
their homeland from attack from 
another continent. The biggest 
northern hemisphere defense 
works in the past war were built 
by the United States and manned 
wholly or partly by Americans. 
Some of these -were in British 
Newfoundland and its adjunct 
Labrador, some on Canadian soil, 
and some in Alaska, 

The Newfoundland — establish- 
ments remain under lease, but 
something new has to be worked 
out in Canada. 

Field Marshal Montgomery on 
his trip to Canada and the United 
States this past summer is known 
to have spent much time discuss- 
ing the subject with” leaders of 
both countries. The niilitary lead- 
ers of all three countries are un- 
derstood to see eye-to-eye, 

But the political leaders move 
more slowly, at least in Canada. 
Confronted with a blueprint of 
things the military thinks ought 
to be done, the Canadian Govern- 
ment is understood to be refusing 
nothing, but withholding immedi- 
ate agreement on more than a 
few points, 

The prospects are that every- 
thing the Americans want eventu- 
ally will be granted in one wey or 
another, but announcements will 
come piece-meal and their timing 
may be affected by the interna- 
tional situation by. Canadian do- 
mestic politics, or both. 

It is the method of Prime Min- 
ister King to be cautious in such 
matters, and to do nothing dra- 
matic. But it is a matter of rec- 
ord that in the 25 years since he 
first became head of the Canadian 
Government, the dominion has 
moved steadily toward closer col-

Court - Martial of 
Lieutenant May 
Become Cause 
Celebre. |

CAIRO, Egypt, Oct. 25 (Delayed) 

T be court-martial of a young 
British Army Lieutenant is 
well on its way to becoming a 

“cause celebre.” Lt. Kenneth Gour- 

lay, 27 years old of the Royal 

Army Ordnance Corps, _ faces 

charges for having published al- 
legedly defamatory libel concern- 
ing the 6th Airborne Division in 

Palestine and Sir John Shaw, for- 

mer Chief Secretary of the British 
administration there. 

The charges arise out of an 
article Gourlay wrote for an army 
paper in Cairo in the course of a 
discussion on Palestine opened by 
the paper's editor. Gourlay strong- 
ly condemned British actions in 
Palestine. The article was fur- 
ther aired in the Palestine press. 

A curious factor is the long inter- 
val between publication and Gour- 
lay’s impending court-martial. 

Gourlay’s article appeared in the 
army paper at the Cairo Citadel 
on Jan. 18. ‘Not till. July, seven 
months later, was he suddenly ar- 
rested. He was kept under close 
arrest for fourteen days, and since 
then under open arrest. 


The story goes back to mid- 
January when Gourlay returned 
to Cairo after spending his leave 
in Palestine. He found that In his 
absence a discussion had been 
started on Palestine by the editor 
of the Citadel Courier, Gourlay 
was told the discussion was in- 
tended to help clear the atmos- 
phere on the controversial Pal- 
estine question. He immediately 
began preparing an article setting 
forth his views, His article appar- 
ently was cleared with some offi- 
cers before publication. 

Outworn Imperialism. 

“T am convinced,” Gourlay 
wrote, “that the British adminis- 
saiion in Palestine is still carry- 
ing on as it has for the last 26 
years: attempting to maintain an 
outworn imperialism by disregard- 
ing the terms of the mandate... 
sabotaging everything progressive 
and at the same time acting 80 
that no blame can be laid on 
themselves.” 

In proposing eight measures to 
solve the Palestine problem, he 
wrote: 

“Remove the Sixth Airborne Di- 
vision and other recently arrived 
British troops from the country 
at once, preferably to the United 
Kingdom, where, if they go on 
behaving as they are allowed to 
at the moment, there will be such 
an outcry as will get it stopped 
immediately. ... 

“Let the entire British adminis- 
tration in Palestine, from Chief 
Secretary Shaw downward, be re- 
called and an inquiry made into 
their trusteeship. The results will 
no doubt be even more revealing 
than those of the Nuernberg 
trials.” 

Soon thereafter another contri- 
bution appeared in the Courter 
attacking Gourlay in terms as 
strong as his own, Then the dis- 
cussion was closed. Everybody for- 
got about the incident. 

Four months later, however. a 
group of soldiers returning from 
leave in Palestine was searched.

interrogated. The article was 
passed on to military headquar- 
ters in Cairo, and an officer who 
had been connected with the 
Courier was called before his su- 
periors in Palestine to make a 
statement, Gourlay was finally ar- 
rested. 

Formal Charges. 

Formal charges were laid three 
months later. After questioning 
he was ordered to appear before 
a court-martial which has been 
twice postponed. 

The fact that Gourlay is deter- 
mined to stand his ground and to 
defend himself before his court- 
martial only adds to the dilemma 
of the military authorities. What- 
ever the legal angles involved, it 
is certain that there will be an 
outcry in some quarters if Gour- 
lay is punished. It is understood, 
for example, that a member of 
Parliament has seen a copy of 
Gourlay’s article and has taken an 
interest, 

Young Gourlay is not Jewish. 
From his early youth he has been 
deeply interested in the study of 
philosophy, history and literature. 
Born at Nottingham of Scottish 
parents, he had a middle class up- 
bringing which centered on the 
local Methodist church. He at- 
tended private schools, then Ox- 
ford, Reared a pacifist on religi- 
ous grounds, the war brought 
about a change in his thinking. 
In October, 1940, he joined the 
Royal Army Ordnance Corps. Be- 
fore his arrest he had been recom- 
mended for a captaincy,

Majority Whip and 
Head of Democratic 
Speaker’s Bureau

EPRESENTATIVE JOHN J. 
SPARKMAN is a progressive 
Alabama Democrat whose 
cracker-barrel mannerisms  dis- 
guise a keen and well-trained 
mind and who is likely next Tues- 
day to be elected to the United 
States Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives at the same time. 

His rise from farm boy to his- 
torical curiosity has been accom. 
plished by hard work, an affable 
disposition and a measure of luck. 
The people around Democratic 
National Committee headquarters, 
where Sparkman currently pre- 
sides over the speakers’ bureau, 
call him Senator already and say 
he is a good guy. 

He needs to be. It is no cinch 
to handle a stable of tempera- 
mental campaign orators and spot 
them throughout the country at 
the time and place calculated to 
win most friends for the party. 
Sparkman and his aids carry on 
much of their business by long- 
distance telephone, and it Is en- 
lightening to hear them sell a sub- 
stitute speaker to some stubborn 
caller who wants what he wants. 
One of the delicate matters that

When he announced, 
after talking to President Truman, 
he had cancelled his speaking en- 
gagements for the time being, 
Sparkman interpreted it to mean 
the bureau’s tentative schedule. 
Wallace made no move to re- 
establish it, and there the matter 
rests. Subsequently, a good many 
persons called the bureau to ask 
for Wallace’s services, They were 
advised by Sparkman they would 
have to deal directly with Wal- 
lace. 

Sparkman is tall and well-pad- 
ded without being over-stuffed. He 
has curling black hair that shows 
signs of some day turning white 
and crowning him with true Sena 
torial dignity. He has no great 
urge to discuss his past—‘“‘I had 
one of those little ole leaflets here 
that told about me, but I must 
have lost it’’—but he can talk with 
gestures and animation when the 
spirit moves him. 


This happens when anyone men- 
tions the recent collapse of the 
cotton market. He is irritated 
that the attendant publicity cen- 
tered around the gamblers whose 
manipulations closed cotton ex- 
changes, and not those who really 
suffered, growers, small banks and, 
notably, some of his constituents, 
one of whom lost his gin in five 
days. He hopes, through legisla- 
tion or otherwise, to block any 
such future collapse. 

Sparkman’s enlightened views 
stem from his background He 
was born in the Tennessee Valley 
in 1899, one of 11 children of a 
tenant-farmer family. As a boy 
he worked on the land and studied 
in a one-room one-teacher school, 
later attending high school at 
Hartselle, in northern Alabama. 
His father borrowed $75 to start 
him out at the University of Ala- 
bama. From then on he worked 
his way, emerging with three de- 
grees and a Phi Beta Kappa key. 

Ten Years in Congress. 

Hle married and settled down in 
Huntsville (pop. 13,000), taught 
at Huntsville College, practiced 
law, organized and headed the 
local Chamber of Commerce and 
got into politics. He was elected 
to Congress 10 years ago, named 
to the Military Affairs Committee 
and chosen Majority Whip on the 
resignation of Robert Ramspeck 
of Georgia early this year. 

(Duties of the party whips in- 
clude keeping track of major po- 
litical legislation and rounding up 
party members when important 
votes are imminent. There is a 
lot of grief and no extra money 
in it.). 

Sparkman is a candidate for 
both Senate and House because of 
Democratic preponderance in Ala- 
bama and because of certain time 
factors. He was unopposed for re- 
nomination in the Eighth Congres- 
sional District last spring and 
when Senator John H. Bankhead 
2nd died early in the summer, 
Sparkman won the senatorial nom- 
ination over two other Democrats. 

Ordinarily, at this point he would 
have withdrawn as a House can- 
didate, but there was not enough 
time for the Democrats to nomi- 
nate a substitute and get his name 
on the November ballot. More- 
over, the Eighth is one of four 
Alabama districts in which the Re- 
publicans have candidates for Con- 
gress. Had Sparkman withdrawn, 


the seat would have gone by dee 
fault to the Republican nominee.

OME traces of doubt that 
President Truman will seek 
renomination in 1948 appear to 
be cropping out among Democrats. 

Any possible developments along 
this line in the next two years 
seem likely to depend on (1) 
whether the Republicans win an 
administration-discrediting victory 
next Tuesday and (2) the future 
trend of economic conditions. 

While leaders ostensibly are cen- 
tering their whole attention now 
(on the battle for control of Con- 
|gress, a tour of politically impor- 
itant states disclosed evidence that 
|both Democrats and Republicans 
are giving a lot of thought to the 
forthcoming Presidential contest. 

On the Democratic side, this 
largely has been confined to at- 
tempts by certain candidates and 
their friends to make a showing 
next Tuesday which will put them 
jin the public eye as men capable 
of breasting what otherwise may 
be a general Republican tide. 
| From such a vantage point they 
evidently feel they might fall heir 
,to a vice presidential nomination 
if Truman runs again or be in line 
'for consideration for the top spot 
on the ticket if he doesn’t 

His If He Wants It 

If he wants it, the President's 
renomination seems about ag cer 
tain as anything in politics. But 
this reporter found evidence that 
Democrats in some states are 
thinking in terms of other candi- 
dates for a 1948 battle that will 
he doubly difficult for them if 
the Republicans win control of 
Congress next Tuesday. 

With the single exception of 
1878, when the presidential elec- 
tion was thrown into the House, 
the party which won Congress 
control in off-year elections has 
followed this up two years later 
by winning the presidency.

AFL Deadlock—One of labor's 
biggest feuds is idling along 
without too much hope of a settle- 
ment.

Mr. Gundel, I reflected, 
has led an amazing life. He 
established his restaurant by 
the zoo under the Hapsburgs 


physician of Queen Elizabeth 
of England, of the oldest 
known cookery book of Ro- 
man times.

Thousands of American 
tourists discovered the de- 
lights of the Hungarian 
cuisine at the St. Gellert be- 
tween the wars; and thou- 
sands more learned the full 
glories of paprika sauces, 
dining beneath the trees, in 
the garden of “Gundel’s-by- 
the-Zoo.” 

Perhaps, like myself in the 
past, they were too en- 
chanted with food and wine 
and° music to have noticed 
the unobtrusive yet vigilant 
host at these two great res- 
taurants. Probably only a 
minority, the more discern- 
ing or the more famous, 
ever became personally ac- 
quainted with Charles Gun- 
del. 

But throughout Europe the 
name of Gundel is revered 
by gourmets. In this century 
no other man has contrib- 
uted so much to the fame 
and appreciation of Hungar- 
ian cooking. Oscar of the 
Waldorf and the greatest 
Parisian. chefs would salute

in 1910. He served as a cap- 


tain in the Austro-Hungar- 
ian army for four years— 
and survived. Then he sur- 
vived the Bela Kun revolu- 
tion, and lived through the 
subsequent White Terror. 

Throughout the long 
Horthy Regency, Mr. Gun- 
del expanded his choice 
recipes, developed his enter- 
prises into two of Europe’s 
most noted eating places— 
and incidentally, became a 
millionaire. 

Then came the Nazis, the 
second world war and the 
recent terrible inflation. Mr. 
Gundel ran true to form. 
Despite economic disaster, 
he survived all of these. It 
would be difficult to find a 
more impressive symbol of 
survival, 

During the Russo-German 
siege early in 1945, starving 
people ate up most of the 
zoo’s occupants, except the 
tiger. But they couldn’t eat 
Mr. Gundel’s garden pavilion 
next door, At the same time 
Mr. Gundel himself, on one 
bow] of soup a day, lost ap- 
proximately eighty pounds.

When the inflation came 
he lost almost everything ac- 
cumulated through a life- 
time of diligent, painstaking 
labor-——to.be exact, about 95 
per cent of more than 2,000,- 
000 once-solid pengoes.

“I tried to shape 
Hungarian cooking to for- 
eign tastes; not too much 
paprika, nor dishes that were 
too hot for the unaccus- 
tomed palate. 

“We softened the Hunga- 
rian cuisine a little, so it 
would not be too sharp but 
would still be Hungarian.

It seems that Mr. Gundel 
has six sons and five daugh- 
ters—‘“1l children now liv- 
ing,” he says—and also 15 
grandchildren, He had hoped 
to leave them all comfort- 
ably well off. Two of his 
sons are prisoners, one in 
Russia and one in Germany. 

“At 64 you begin your life 
all over again,” I observed. 
“It is not easy.” 

“Tt is not easy,” replied 
Mr. Gundel. 

But there was the tone of 
an indomitable old warrior 
in his voice. He touched 
quickly the sleeve of his 
black formal-looking coat, 

“This coat belonged to a 
friend who died in_ the 
siege,” he said by way of 
illustration, “I have no 
other.” 

That wasn’t at all surpris- 
ing, yet I was surprised, You 
see, Mr. Gundel carries him- 
self like a man who pos- 
sesses a hundred coats of 
fine British broadcloth, © 

“No one can have anyidea 
of the plight of the intellec- 
tual class during the infla- 
tion,” he continued. “Pro- 
fessors and such people who 
actually had to live for one 
month on one dollar, or half 
a dollar.” 

“And what if another in- 
flation comes?” I asked. 

“If there is a second in- 
flation,” he replied very em- 
phatically, “it will be a ca- 
tastrophe.”

After surviving everything

in Hungary. In the fore- 
boding shadows of another 
possible inflation, Mr, Gun- 
del marches on.

Short’s political impregnability 
is the result of a combination of 
circumstances, important among 
which is the fact that the Seventh 


District is one of the tightest little | 


isles of pure Republicanism to be 
found in the whole United States. 
Democrats are so scarce in its 15 
southwest Missouri counties that 
they are looked upon as oddities 
and tolerated only so long as they 
keep quiet and behave themselves. 
Children, they say, are taught that 
Democrat is a bad word. Many 
of them never lay eyes on a 
Democrat until they grow up and 
leave the district. 

Another important circumstance 
is that Dewey’s 82-year-old father, 
who is known fondly throughout 
the countryside as “Uncle Jack,” 
is and has been for many years 
the undisputed head of the Re- 
publican party in the _ district. 
“Uncle Jack,” a native told me, 
‘not only tells them how to vote 
but he tells them what to wear 
and what to eat.” He carries, as 
the saying goes, the courthouse 
keys in his pocket. 


Then there is Dewey himself. 


He learned al] the tricks of poli- - 


tics at- his father’s knee and 
learned them well. He possesses an 
oratorical ability which causes the 
eyes of his constituents to glow 
with pride, and which also causes 
some cynical writers from outside 
the district to refer to him as 
“the Barrymore of the Ozarks.” 
He has also been referred to—by 
some of these “smart-aleck” writ- 
ers from the East”—as “The Shep- 
herd of the Hills who shears his 
flock and makes them like it.” 

This is an understatement, They 
don’t just like it; they love it. 
To them Dewey can do no wrong, 
and their loyalty is something im- 
pressive to hehold, “Why, every- 
time one of them scratches his 
finger,” one of Dewey’s family 
told me, “they come and want me 
to write to Dewey.” 

a 

ONSEQUENTLY it’s a waste 
C of time to say anything against 

Dewey and a bigger waste of 
both time and money to run against 
him, It’s been tried a few times, but 
with sad results. The only interest 
his followers have in election fig- 
ures is to find out how big a ma- 
jority Dewey gets. Most of the 
time the Democrats don’t even 
bother to put up a ticket, In Stone 
county, Dewey’s home county, 
they went from the Civil War to 
the first Roosevelt landslide with- 
out electing a Democrat to county 
offices. Two of them slid in then, 
but they were eased out at the 
next election. Nothing like that 
has been allowed to happen since, 

While the overwhelming Repub- 
licanism of the district is a big 
factor in Dewey’s monopoly, it is 
only fair to point out that when 
he first ran for Congress in 1928, 
Stone county was then a part of 
the old fourteenth district, which 
had always had a slight Demo- 
cratic majority. Yet Dewey, in 
his first effort at any office, car- 
ried it by an 8000 majority. In 
1932 he decided he wanted to be 
a senator, but he ran head-on into 
the Roosevelt landslide, He came 
back for Congress two years later 
and has been there ever since, a 
good part of the time the only 
Republican in the House from 
Missouri, 

Dewey has always been some- 
thing of a phenomenon, both at 
home and in Washington. When 
he was a youngster there was 
some fear among his mother’s 
friend. that he was a little bit 
addile-pated, Many of his enemies 
in Washington will insist they 
were right. But when Dewey went 
away to school he built up a scho-

lastic record in half a dozen col- 
leges which is nothing short of 
brilliant; attached to his name is 
a string of degrees, from schools 
both here and abroad that would 
inspire respect at a convention of: 
college presidents. 

He started out to become minis- 
ter and worked at it with such 
zeal that he was filling a pulpit 
by the time he was 19, and such 
was the force and power of his elo- 
quence that he succeeded in con- 
verting quite a few of his home- 
town people, including several 
members of his own family, away 
from Campbellite church and into 
the Methodist. 

Yet when it appeared he had 
quite a future before him in the 
pulpit, he gave it up overnight 
and decided to become a politician. 
Whether or not his fundamental 
views have changed, his approach 
to life is anything but ministerial. 
His career in Congress has been 
distinguished chiefly by his oppo- 
sition to Roosevelt in particular 
and the New Deal in general. He 
favored isolationism, opposed lend- 
lease and extension of the draft. 
He flayed Roosevelt, as one ob- 
server expressed it, like a moun- 
tain evangelist flaying the devil. 

At an American Legion meeting 
in Monett, Mo., several years ago, 
he was so vitriolic in his refer- 
ences to Roosevelt that the audi- 
ence booed and hissed him from 
the rostrum, He was once hanged 
in effigy in Springfield, Mo. Even 
his most backwoods constituents 
have been known to wonder out 
loud if Roosevelt could really be 
as bad as Dewey painted him and 
if the handsome new school in 
Dewey's home town was really 
built by the WCTU, as Dewey is 
said to have told them, instead of 
the WPA, 

He has been denounced as a 
demagogue. Even friendly observ- 
ers of Dewey's political tactics 
have to admit that he tells his 
constituents just what they like 
to hear, and no one knows better 
than Dewey what that is. He 
doesn’t exploit the racial and 
other prejudices of his constit- 
uents. He doesn’t have to. He does 
bring out his speeches to them, 
however, that the people in his 
district are all “good Americans.” 
The town of Galena has a city 
ordinance, in effect for many 
years now, which forbids a Negro 
to remain within the city limits 
after sundown, 

There is a familiar joke in 
Stone county to the effect that 


Dewey doesn’t have to go outside 
his family to get elected. There 
are enough Shorts in the territory 
to do the job. They also say, 
“never say anything about a Short 
in Stone county. There'll probably 
be one in your presence.” 

You can’t consider Dewey with- 
out considering his family. As 
May Kennedy McCord, the Ozarks 
writer, once said, “The Shorts are 
the only family I ever saw who 
could live together happily on 
a desert island. They don’t need 
you and they don't need me.”

| T all started in 1849 when John 


Short, father of “Uncle Jack,” 

brought his family from Tennes- 
see in a covered wagon behind a 
team of oxen. He parked them 
at Pea Ridge, Ark., and then set 
out on foot with nothing but a 
grub-hoe to cut his way through 
the underbrush, looking for a 
place to settle. He decided on the 
tiny town of Hurley, which is on 
Crane Creek not far from Galena. 

He had 13 children, one of whom 
was “Uncle Jack,” who, in turn, 
married one of the Long girls 
when he grew up, which _ insti- 
tuted something of an Ozarks 
saga, The Longs were quite a 
family themselves, and the family 
likes to tell about how four Short 
boys, three of them brothers and 
one a cousin, married four Long 
girls. How many of them there 
dre: in the territory now, not even 
“Uncle Jack” can estimate. But 
not long ago he compiled a list of 
Shorts who fought in the late war 
and there were 52 of them. “And,” 
he says proudly, “I never went 
past second cousins.” 

Dewey is next to youngest of 10 
children—six boys and four girls. 
By the time the boys started ar- 
riving—four of them were born 
in a row—“Uncle Jack” was 
already becoming intrenched as 
the Republican boss in those 
parts. So carried away, perhaps, 
by party devotion, he named them 
all after famous Republicans. 
Dewey, who was born during the 
Spanish-American war, was named 
after Admiral Dewey. The other 
boys were named Logan, after 
John A. Logan, stalwart Repub- 
lican Senator in the ‘70s; Blaine, 
after James G. Blaine; Charles 
McKinley, after President McKin- 
ley; Theodore, after Theodore 
Roosevelt, and Leonard Webster 
after Daniel Webster. 

Dewey's childhood around Ga- 
lena is marked chiefly by the fact

he was 80 quiet his mother's 
friends worried about him, and by 
the fact that at the same time he 
was so enterprising that at the 
age of 12 years he was in business 
for himself with a team of jen- 
nies and a spring wagon, which 
business he maintained until he 
went away to school. 

Old timers remember him as a 
youngster with a shock of golden 
curls who stood around, often 
with his mouth open, and said 
nothing. On one occasion, the 
family recalls now with many a 
laugh, he was in the general store 
with his mother. The storekeeper 
looked over his glasses at Dewey 
and finally said, “you had one 
too many, Mrs. Short, That ’un’s 
Plum addle-pated.” 

With his team of jennies and 
his wagon Dewey hauled anything 
to be hauled, from ice to the lug- 
gage of traveling salesmen and 
sportsmen from Springfield who 
used to come by train to A 
float trips on the James. “He'd 
do anything for a nickel,” his i,asu.- 
ily recalls. Dewey still refers to 
himself in his speeches as “this 
old jenny driver from the Ozarks,” 
and one of his father’s proudest 
possessions is a framed photo- 
graph of Dewey and his jenny 
team.

T was when Dewey went to high 
| school that he changed from the 

quiet type into the boy orator. 
He was given the affirmative side 
in a debate on that popular old 
subject, “Resolved that the pen 
is mightier than the sword.” 
When Dewey opened up he dis- 
covered he had it. He won the 
debate hands down, and from then 
on there was no holding him. 
In fact, it reached the point where 
no one wanted to debate against 
him. They couldn't win. 

“We used to hear him when he 
was out milking the cows,” the 
family recalls, “and at first we 
thought the boy was talking to 
himself. We slipped out and lis- 
tened, and he was practicing 
speeches.” 

Dewey made enough money with 
his jenny team to go away to 
Marionville College at Marionville, 
Mo. He didn’t have to pay tuition, 
however. He had won a scholar- 
ship, setting a pattern which was 
to send him from college to col- 
lege. At Marionville he won a 
scholarship to Baker College at 
Baldwin, Kan, At Baker he won 
a scholarship to Boston Theologi- 
cal College at Boston. He had 
missed a Rhodes scholarship at 
Baker by one point, but at Boston 
he won the Frank Howard schol- 
arship which gave him his choice 
of European colleges. He went 
first to Heidelberg University to 
master the German language, then 
to Berlin University and wound up 
with a year at Oxford. To give it 
returned to 
the United States and went to 
Harvard Law School, 

As a youngster he was a staunch 
member of the Junior Temperance 
Legion and carried a banner with 
the emblem: “Tremble, King Al-

it wasn’t until he went away to 
school that he decided on the min- 
istry as a career, When he came 
back to Galena, he held a protract- 
ed meeting at which he converted

tised all his sisters in James river, 
which is within a stone’s threw 
of the Short home. 


After leaving school he taught 
a year at Baker, then went to 
Springfield, Mo. where he was 
appointed supply minister at the 
First Methodist Church, one of 
the largest in town. He was there 
one summer. That autumn be 
went into politics. 

Sitting in the office of the Short 
Abstract company which is on the 
second floor of the courthouse {a 
the center of the public squagje, 
“Uncle Jack” recalled the o¢@m 
sion, 

“T was going to the congtwe- 
sional convention at West Plains,” 
he said. “I haven't missed one in 
over 50 years, and I was commit- 
teeman for 22 years. Dewey went 
with me—he was just a good big 
boy then—and I got up and said 
I'd been attending these conven- 
tions for a good many years and 
now I got a boy here and I'm 
going to let him take my place, 
Dewey didn’t talk more than five 
minutes, but he set ‘em affire. 
Pretty soon they began to holler 
for Dewey to run for Congresa, 
I didn't think he had a chamce, 
but he ran and was elected by 
R000 votes. The district was Demo 
cratic by 20,000 In those daya.”

Country Columnist 
Explains His Work

EOPLE often write to us and ask: “Why don't you tell 
P about the beauties of our part of Missouri?” Or they will 

say: “We serve the finest fried chicken dinners with the 
brownest gravy anywhere in the Ozarks. Why don’t you come 
down and eat with us?” Or 
it may be: “You concentrate 
too much on just one part 
of the Ozarks, Don’t you 
know that Missouri has 
other hills — and prairie 
farms—and river bluffs — 
and rich bottom lands; all 
of which are worth telling 
about?” The answer to 
these questioners, it seems 
to us, should be obvious. It 
is part of the very nature 
of the “country columnist’s” 
task that he write about the 
familiar. The truth is that 
during the past quarter-cen- 
tury there are few Missouri 
highways which haven't felt 
the imprint of our car tires 
—and this includes many a 
mile of road to which the 
imprint of any car tire is 
still far less familiar than that of the iron-shod wagon wheel. 
There isn't any part of Missouri I’ve visited which doesn’t 
have much of interest and beauty to report. There are fine 
farm lands where the corn grows high as the vaunted corn of 
Iowa. There is the bluegrass land of our rolling prairie, where 
once the bluestem grew shoulder-high and where some of the 
finest livestock in: America is raised. Here the horned lark 
and upland plover sing each spring—and remnants of once- 
great flocks of prairie chickens return each season to tradi- 
tional “booming grounds” for the mating ceremony. Here 
horizons stretch away until they are lost in distant haze. There 
are in Missouri broad rivers and small, clear streams; pleasant 
towns and picturesque mountain villages; magnificent vistas 
from the tops of hills which look out across fertile river plains; 
soils so deep it would seem no amount of cropping could sap 
their richness. There are all of these—and when I happen upon 
them, I report them as accurately as I can. Yet it is not my 
job to travel constantly about the country—nor will it ever be.

Actually the trips we take and report are only inci- 
dental. They are, one might say, extra-curricular. They 
are in the nature of dividends—and when we see any- 
thing or meet anyone, as we nearly always do, worth 
reporting to our readers, we do the job as accurately as 
our talent permits. But our life—like anyone else's life 
—is largely a work-a-day affair. It is true that we set 
great store on trying, if I may paraphrase the title of 
one of Walter Duranty’s books, to “live as we please.” 
It seems to us that as long as a man does his share in 
serving that larger community which embraces at man- 
hind, the pursuit of contentment is as laudable an end 
as any other.

Greece become the second 

monarch of modern his- 
tory to give up his throne for 
“the woman I love?” 

That question is setting 
tongues to wag furiously these 
days in the luxury bars and 
restaurants concentrated in the 
shadow of that great hostelry, 
the Hotel Grande Bretagne — 
0g of the Greek capital's night 

fe. 

In these glittering bistros, 
frequented by journalists, for- 
eign diplomats and the few 
Greeks able to pay the steep 
prices, the gossip about the 
King’s long-standing romance 
with a middle-aged English- 
woman is strictly on the “be- 
hind the hand” variety. It is 
all very. reminiscent of the 
hushed whispers which rustled 
through London in 1937 when

L’affaire Simpson was building 


up to the crisis which exploded 
in the abdication of Edward 
VIII, In view of the political 
gales beating upon Greece with 
rising fury, George’s chances of 
retaining the throne to which 
he returned just a few weeks 
ago are considered pretty slim 
by many observers, especially 
if and when the British Army 
pulls out of the country. It is 
speculated that if the current 
civil disorders worsen and an- 
archy spreads in his turbulent 
realm, the King may elect to 
bow out of an untenable po- 
litical situation by emulating 


‘Britain’s Edward VIIT and an- 


nouncing his abdication to 
marry the commoner of his 
choice.

But in this case the com- 
moner of royalty’s choice is no 
sleek, jade-smooth cosmopolite 
like the former Mrs. Wallis 
Warfield Simpson, but a quiet, 
self-effacing woman, Mrs. Joyce 
Brittain-Jones, a divorcee, who 
has been King George's confi- 
dante and closest companion 
since they met 12 years ago 
while the King was still in 
exile. 

Mrs. Brittain-Jones now is in 
London, reportedly waiting for 
the reluctant British Foreign 
Office to grant her permission 
to go to Greece and resume 
her place at the lonely sover- 
eign’s side, 

The British officials feel 
some responsibility for George’s 
return to Athens and have done 
all in their power to avoid 
scandal by discouraging the 
couple’s association — certainly 
one of the strangest royal ro- 
mances in history. It is known 
that before leaving London a 
month ago, after being sum- 
moned back to his throne by 
the verdict of the Greek plebi- 
scite, George twice threatened 
to abdicate unless Mrs. 
Brittain-Jones was allowed to 
join him in Athens. He ap- 
parently wrung some assur- 
ances on the subject from the 
foreign office, as it is now said 
that she is planning to be in 
the Greek capital “by Christ- 
mas,” 

The circumstances of the 
monarch’s life since his return 
to Athens have sharpened his 
need for Mrs. Brittain-Jones, a 
soft-spoken, “willowy” brunette 
whose hair is slightly touched 
with gray. Even Greek royal- 
ists admit that the dynasty is 
not over-popular with its sub- 
jects, and the King’s person is 
surrounded by the most rigor- 
ous security precautions to 
forestall attempts on his life. 

Under a heavy guard of Ev- 
zones—the skirted, picturesque 
Greek mountain troops — the 
King has immured himself in 
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the original Ziegfield Follies—-

the gloomy royal palace, emerg- 
ing only for ceremonial visits. 
He sees only political leaders 
and most of the news they 
bring him is bad, The King’s 
sister, Princess Catherine, who 
strongly approves of her broth- 
er’s attachment, has told the 
Foreign Office in no uncertain 
terms that she wishes Mrs. 
Brittain-Jones to be allowed to 
come to Athens as soon as pos- 
sible and live at the palace as 
her lady-in-waiting. 
ee 

Despite the long association, 
few Greeks outside the narrow 
governmental and court circle 
know of Mrs, Brittain-Jones’ 
existence. The great, impov- 
erished mass. of the Greek 
people have never heard of her 
and, according to those familiar 
with the Greek temperament, 
would be totally indifferent if 
they had. 

The King has thousands of 
enemies in this faction-torn, 
disunited nation but none has 
tried to make political capital 
by exploiting his association 
with Mrs. Brittain-Jones, Even 
the Communists are said to ig- 
nore the issue for fear that 
an attack on the monarch’s 
personal life would have an 
unfavorable reaction, Probably 
the deportment of the two prin- 
cipals in this autumnal ro- 
mance also has something to 
do with the seeming forbear- 
ance of the King’s political ene- 
mies. The King is 55 and Mrs. 
Brittain-Jones about 10 years 
his junior, Both were past the 
first flush of youth when their 
paths crossed. 

They are not nightclub habit- 
ues or frequenters of the fever- 
ish pleasure-spots favored by 
the international glamour set. 
Mrs. Brittain-Jones is as far 
removed from the Magda-Lu- 
pescu-type of siren as her royal 
friend is from the dashing, 
spendthrift King Carol. George 
is intensely shy, suffers from a 
stomach ulcer, which causes 
him to withdraw from all but 
the most necessary social con- 
tacts, and has a deep craving 
for the quiet domesticity which 
was denied him in his loveless 
first marriage. 

When Mrs. _ Brittain-Jones 
was in Greece before the war 
she usually lived at Tatoi— 
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the royal summer palace on 
Mt. Parnis, about 30 miles from 
Athens. There she and the 
King received distinguished 
visitors in an atmosphere of 
unruffled bliss. She usually 
knitted or read while the mon- 
arch, relaxed and unbending 
from his wonted stiffness, chat- 
ted with guests. In 1941, she 
remained at the King’s side 
thoughout his perilous flight 
to Crete, where he narrowly 
escaped capture by the Ger- 
mans. She accompanied him to 
Cairo and London and was 
with him when he visited the 
United States in 1943, 

During his wartime exile in 
London, the King and Mrs. 
Brittain-Jones were freely re- 
ceived together in high British 
society. She is an intimate 
friend of George’s cousin, the 
Duchess of Kent. 
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Like so many thousands of 
other Englishwomen, Mrs. 
Brittain-Jones spent the war 
years working in an arma- 
ments plant. It is said that at 
that period the King was in- 
sistent upon a public marriage 
but that Mrs. Brittain-Jones 
dissuaded him because she 
didn’t want: him to forfeit his 
throne.

Mrs. Brittain-Jones divorced 
her husband and accepted the 
King’s invitation to come to 
Athens. The King thereupon 
divorced his Queen, the Ro- 
manian Princess Elizabeth, sis- 
ter of King Carol. Their child- 
less marriage was not a love 
match and had been arranged 
purely for reasons of state.

For 30 Years, John S. Sumner Has Been Waging War on a Shoestring Against ‘Forces of Evil’

NEW YORK, Nov. 2 
N his musty old rats’ nest of an 
| office on the ground floor of an 
ancient brownstone front on 
West Twenty-Second street here 
in New York, John 8S. Sumner,

Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, was nursing a bad cold and 
a worse peeve. He had just done 
a day’s battle in the courts with 
Edmund Wilson’s “Memoirs of 
Hecate County,” a current best 
seller, which the scolding Sumner 
says is “lewd, lascivious, indecent 
and obscene.” 

“In the past few years there 
has been a rising tendency toward 
this type of so-called ‘literature,’ ” 
Sumner said. “But this ‘Hecate 
County’ thing is the tops. It is 
the last straw. We decided to 
prosecute under the New York 
statute that makes it a misde- 
meanor for anyone to publish or 
sell a lewd, obscene, lascivious, 
filthy or disgusting book.” 

As the case now stands, both 
the Society for the Suppression of 
Vice and the book’s publisher 
(Doubleday) have until Nov. 12 to 
file their briefs and decision on 
the case will be handed down on 
Nov. 22. 

For 30 years John §S. Sumner 
has waged war on a shoestring 
against the “forces of evil” in 
New York. Last year the Society, 
which is supported entirely by 
voluntary contributions, spent 
about $10,500 in its fight against 
vice and had to dip into a reserve 
fund for $4,565.66 of that amount. 
Last year’s contributions were 
pretty measly and the yearly re- 
port of the Society shows that 
Sumner struggled mightily to 
keep up the fight on a small 
income from investments and 
rental income on the flats of the 
upper floors of the brownstone 
front which the Society owns, A 
methodical man, he even listed 
$7.45 as income from interest on 
the savings bank balance of the 
Society, which shows how nearly 
the Society’s savings were de- 
pleted during 1945. 

“We get plenty of publicity, but 
no contributions,” says Sumner 
sadly. 
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HIRTY years ago, at the age 

of 40, Sumner was a practicing 

Washington lawyer, when the 
then already 43-year-old New 
York Society for the Suppression 
of Vice asked him to take over 
the job of executive secretary of 
the organization. Sumner threw 
himself into the work with con- 
siderable zeal and acquired still 
more when he realized just what 
a kettle of vicious fish was sim- 
mering in New York. 

He tore into what he calls “an 
epidemic of obscene playing 
cards,” unearthed a ring of “vend- 
ors of dirty postcards” and 
cleaned the hundreds of New 
York novelty stores out of “mis- 
cellaneous articles too indecent to 
describe.” Within a short time 
Sumner had made a name for 
himself as The Defender of New 
York’s Morals, 

“The most interesting cases 
have always been the ones re- 
quiring detective work,” says the 
70-year-old crusader in the cause 
of virtue. “You know the ones 
where somebody makes a com- 
plaint and then we go out and 
run the culprits to the ground.” 

When Sumner is aroused and 
girded for a fresh battle against 
“the forces of evil,” he’s a pretty 
formidable man. He’ll tackle any-

body. One of the high spots of 
his career was when he decided to 
take on Theodore Dreiser. Drei- 
ser’s “The Genius” had been pub-

New York has a law against 
“crime magazines” and during 
1945, in connection with a prose-

One is a girl secretary, the other 
a man who helps Sumner in the 
detective work that is sometimes 
necessary in his crusade against 
vice, 
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OMPLETE records in Sum- 
(Cner's office show that, since 

its inception, the New York 
Society for the Suppression of 
Vice has brought about the arrest 
of 5567 assorted offenders, confis- 
cated 397,471 books and _ sheet 
stock, 3,483,769 obscene postcards, 
over 3,000,000 lewd catalogues and 
8,000,000 miscellaneous articles 
“too naughty to mention.” 

Under its act of incorporation, 
way back in 1873, one-half of the 
fines collected by the courts from 
people prosecuted by the society 
were turned over to it, but less 
than a month after its incorpora- 
tion this arrangement was re- 
pealed and since then the society 
has existed entirely on voluntary 
contributions. 

Sumner reads books like “For- 
ever Amber” and “The Memoirs 
Hecate County” because it is his 
duty,—“an unpleasant duty com- 
pared with a health department 
employe locating a sewer gas 
leak.” 

For pleasure he reads serial 
stories in The Saturday Evening 
Post and The Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal. He admits that when he 
prosecutes a book, public curiosity 
is whetted and sales soar for a 
while, but he thinks publishers 
are more careful if they know 
there’s an eagle eye on them and 
that in the long run they will try 
to live up to the standards of 
decency. 

Sumner’s one hobby is working 
cross-word puzzles. He even works 
them in the office when vice takes 
a holiday in New York and 
“things sort of slow down.” He 
would like to see the Ten Com- 
mandments posted in every school 
room in the country and he would 
also like to see a law passed mak- 
ing it illegal to hang nude art in 
saloons or exhibit it in show win- 
dows. 

“A nude masterpiece is not put 
over a backbar in a saloon be- 
cause of the artistic merit of the 
painting,” he says. “In art gal- 
leries and museums it’s different. 
The atmosphere isn’t the same.”

in the moment. They have no 
power to relate the present action 
to a future result. For them, in 
that relation, tomorrow does not 
exist. This is why it is worse 
than useless to promise a reward 
or a punishment for tomorrow, or 
next month, or “when you are 
grown-up.” 

“Peter brought a bad report 
from school and I promised him 
a bicycle which he wants more 
than anything on earth, if he 
would do better. He promised to 
do everything. That lasted for 
just three days. Then back he 
went, just where he left off, I’m 
completely discouraged.”

BECAUSE the promise of bi- 
cycle a month from today did not 
hold a child to a.complete turn- 
about of behavior? That is not 
reasonable, is it? The mistake lay 
in offering the reward, not in the 
child's accepting the offer. His 
span of memory, his power of re- 
lating present to future, covered 
a little over two days. Not so bad. 
Some do worse. 

Don’t promise a child any fu- 
ture good. Give it to him at the 
moment. He lives day by day but 
most keenly, moment by moment. 
Let the moment be filled with 
satisfying experience and it counts. 
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THE SAME THING applies to 
punishment. It is bad policy to 
threaten a child with punishment 
to come. If he is sensitive he 
suffers all out of proportion to 
his offense. If he is insensitive he 
grows hardened and unbelieving. 

Meet each condition as it arises. 
It is not necessary to “do some- 
thing” about every mistake a 
child makes. Warn him without 
threatening him. If he has reachea 
the stage of reflective reasoning, 
about the age of twelve or thirteen, 
explain. If he persists take action 
to make the persistence an incon- 
venience to him. Act promptly. 
Don’t wait.

The sun's rim dips, the stars rush 
out:

Who could write a more poig- 
nant phrase than, “Jesus wept” 
(John 11:35)? 

This is not to say that we should 
use one-syllable words only. But 
it is intended to emphasize that in 
choosing between simplicity and 
elegance, simplicity always is the 
better choice. 

Here are a few examples of 
writing that have been addled by 
elegance. A columnist writes of a 
congressman who “advocated 
against” a measure. To advocate, 
of course, is to plead in favor of. 
Obviously, if the congressman op- 
posed the measure, he did not ad- 
vocate its passage. 

A recent issue of the magazine 
|Reader'’s Scope describes one of 
its articles as “A full-length con- 
densation.” Condensation is an 
elegant word, to be sure; but it 
cannot be coupled with its anto- 
nym, “full-length.” 

A headline in a large Califor- 
Nia daily states: “Britain Moves 
to Halt Exodus Into Palestine.” 
Here again is elegant contradic- 
ition, for exodus Means a mass 
| movement out of, never into, a 
place. 


| 


A commentator declares, “The 
eyes of the world are focused on 
both the East and the West this 
morning.” Very elegant, and 
‘very erroneous, Focusing the 
‘eves on both the East and the 
West is as much a physical im- 
| possibility as the “feat” of the 
celebrated knight who “jumped on 
his horse and galloped off in all 
directions.” 

In her entertaining book, “The 
Ege and I” (J, B. Lippincott 
Company), Betty MacDonald al- 
lows “elegance” to get the better 
of her logic (page 220): “To pro- 

tect him from the flies he had 
put on and pulled far down over 
his eyes a black straw hat of Mra. 
| Kettle’s.” Of course, it was the 
_hat, and not the flies, he had put 
on and pulled over his eyes. 

To sum =up, before putting 
words on paper the writer should 
decide what it is that he wishes 
| to say; then he should say it as 
| brifly, simply, and clearly as he 

can.

COMPLETELY new type of 
Airerate wing, made up of a 

cellular cellulose-acetate core 
bonded between skins of glass-re- 
inforced laminates, has been de- 
veloped by the Army Air Forces. 
The new wing is described by 
Army engineers as a “complete 
departure from the contemporary 
design, which has been practic- 
ally unchanged since the days of 
the first metal wings.” 
The sandwich-type construction 
provides an extremely clean wing 
interior, free of ribs and other 
structural bracing, the engineers 
said. Successful development 
of the wing demonstrates the 
practicability of using the mater- 
ials for complete airplane struc- 
tures, they continued, with higher 
speeds due to an absence of rivets 
and other surface irregularities a 
probability. 
Cellular cellulose-acetate used in 
the wing is made by E. I. Du- 
Pont de Nemours & Co., Inc., 
and is a foamed plastic produced 
in the form of “boards.” It is 
lighter than cork, is a good insula- 
tor against noise, heat and cold, 
and, as used in the new wing, is 
said by the company to have 
greater rigidity than metal struc- 
tures previously developed.

St. Lovisan Has Persuaded Them to Jump 
From the Water, Eat From His Hand 
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ISH commonly jump out of water for food in their native waters, if it 
seems safe. Persuading them to do it in captivity is another matter. 
Wilson Todd, who keeps fish as a hobby, has worked out a method. 
By permitting no food in the pool where he keeps them, Todd has trained 
his fish to jump out of water and eat from his hand. An example of his 
hand-feeding is shown in this color picture of a small-mouth black bass 
breaking water to strike at a worm held by Todd. The fish is out of 
water, except for its tail. 

Todd, a commercial photographer, has 30 fish in a pool at his 
office-penthouse on top of the Continental building, 3615 Olive street. 
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Todd'‘s aquarium contains crappie, warmouth, bass, bluegills, perch and 
goggle-eyes, caught on fishing trips. One non-game fish, a buffalo, has 
been purchased for scavenger purposes. 

Fish are fed grasshoppers, worms, crawfish and minnows, when 
obtainable. Otherwise, Todd feeds them ground horsemeat, which 
they relish. They are fed every day in summer, every other day in 
cool weather, twice weekly during their winter sluggishness. 

A new fish, Todd explains, will hide in the pool’s rocks until hunger 
overcomes timidity, when it ventures out for food, learns to jump for it 
as do Todd's oldtimers.

WASHINGTON 


Class in labor problems at Washington University, with 120 students, 
is held in room which seats 86, forcing some to sit in windows or stand 
along wall. Like most other schools, Washington shattered all previ- 
ous enrollment records this semester with 12,274 students, an increase 
of 63 per cent over 194] enrollment of 7550. Veterans number about 
7900, or 65 per cent of total; they alone surpass 194] enrollment. 
Housing problem was alleviated by packing 12 fraternity houses and 
three dormitories, two of the latter for women and one for men. But 


majority of out-of-town men students live in private. homes scat- 
tered throughout city and county. Portable houses were erected on 
campus for faculty members. Classroom space is at a premium, 
many classes are so large they were divided into two or more sections 
and removed to big auditoriums; some chemistry laboratory classes 
meet at University City High School for lack of on-campus facilities. 
Enrollment in liberal arts college doubled from last year, in law 
school it tripled and in engineering school it almost quadrupled. 
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Columbia, home of the University of Missouri, has assumed the appear- 
ance and atmosphere of a boom town because of the school’s record 
enrollment of 10,500 students, more than double the prewar registration. 
About 7000 of the students, or 67 per cent, are veterans, of whom one- 
third are married. Three camps composed of 285 trailers provide 
cramped shelter for that many veterans and their families; 58 barracks 
are being erected to accommodate 199 additional married veterans; 66 


Long on Students, Short on Faculty and Equipment

HE nation’s universities and 

colleges are bulging this year 

with a record-breaking enroll- 
ment of 2,000,000 students. Class- 
rooms: are jammed—overflowing 
with students sitting on window 
sills and on the floors of lecture 
rooms. Laboratories are used in 
shifts. Quonset huts and prefabri- 
cated units, installed as temporary 
housing and classroom facilities, 
contrast incongruously with the 
dignified Gothic architecture of 
many campuses. Adding to the 
crisis is a serious shortage of 
teachers and textbooks. 

Tide of students that engulfed 
the schools is a backlash of the 
country’s war effort in which many 
thousand young men were forced 
to forego formal education and 
take up arms. Released from mili- 


tary service, they have come back 
800,000 strong to storm the citadels 
of higher learning. The unprece- 
dented number of veteran-students 
is attributed to two factors: The 
G.I. Bill of Rights makes possible 
college education for thousands 
otherwise unable to afford it; many 
decided on additional schooling 
when they were unable to obtain 
suitable jobs. 

Peak of the abnormal, post- 
war college enrollment is expected 
next fall, but not until 1950 will the 
number of veterans in colleges 
and universities begin to decline 
significantly. The Federal Govern- 
ment is spending more than one 
billion dollars for veteran educa- 
tion this school year. Eventual 
cost will be some six billion dollars 
for World War II veterans.

N 1808 St. Louis was a village of 1000 residents and 200 
scattered houses, many of them whitewashed stone struc- 
tures in the midst of orchards extending for a mile along 

the west bank of the Mississippi River. It had been in 
existence for 44 years—since its founding in 1764 by Pierre 
Laclede Liguest—and its residents had lived under the flags 
oe of France, Spain and the United States. 

In July of 1808 a petition for incorporation of the village 
was circulated among the residents. More than a year later, 
on November 9, 1809-137 years ago next Saturday—the 
petition was approved by the Court of Common Pleas, this 
action officially making St. Louis a town. 

Written in French and English in the fine script of the 
day, the petition bears 156 names (14 of them on the back). 
Identity of some signers is difficult to determine. Some 
omitted first names; many illiterates signed with an X, 
having their names written in with the designatién “Sa 
Marque” (his mark). Names prominently identified with 
St. Louis history which appear include Pierre Chouteau,
